Al e x a n d r ia , A ngust 4.—Tho principal ovont 
o f th e day occurred v e ry -early W ednesday, -when 
th e B rittsh cen tral o utpost was surprised and 
•tam peded 
by 
a 
p arty 
of 
E gyptian 
sk ir­ 
m ishers. The enem y did not pursue, b u t secured 
a num ber of E nglish rifles, 
w hich had been 
throw n aw ay by tho retre a tin g forces, to g eth er 
w ith a q u an tity of reserve am m unition. There Is 
a clum p of trees on the S w eetw ater canal about 
in the contre of th o line of outposts, which 
was guarded by a com pany of th e S ixtieth 
fillies. 
Men wore duly posted th ere Tuesday even­ 
ing, and cautioned by M ajor-G eneral Alison as 
to tn e necessity of m ain tain in g absolute stead i­ 
ness, and were ordered, iii tho event of an attach 
in force, to fall back in o rd er on a barricaded 
bouse by tho side of th e canal. 
These in­ 
stru ctio n s w ere 
ap parently fully 
understood, 
and th o general left satisfied. 
A bout 2 o’clock 
in th e m orning th e enem y suddenly appeared 
on th e left. They bad approached very rapidly and 
unobserved, and before the outposts bad tim e 
to check th eir advance 
they 
charged 
th e 
clum p of trees a t a g reat pace. 
The Rifles 
fired a single volley and then broke aud ran 
along th e bank of th e canal, 
The outlook 
w ould seem to have been very defective, and, 
w orse still, th e retre a tin g troops neglected all th e 
orders concerning a rallying point, and never 
•to p p ed until they bad reached the fortified w ator 
w orks hill, about a m ile distan t. 
P ersisten t rum ors are being set afloat th a t the 
A rabs have been w arned to keep w ithin doors, 
because A rabi P asha in ten d s an a ttack on Alex­ 
andria.

I t is reported th a t eighteen natives have boen

An atta ck was

safety, gave them over to th e m ob and incited 
the people to m assacre them .

A R ecital o f F acts In Elucidation o f the

— The relations betw een 
E ngland and R ussia are becom ing quite strained, 
and in view of facts th a t have ju st been ascer­ 
tained th e recen t indications of R ussia’s dis­ 
approbation of E n gland's course in the east have

significance.

best authority th a t the relations between th e two 
countries have takeu a very grave turn. 
The Em­ 
peror is said to be greatly incensed a t the 
conduct of th e English governm ent In seeking 
to intervene in E gypt independently of the other 
powers, aud in this connection the following

w ith free rig h t of egress to th e M editerranean 
sea; th a t E ngland should becom e the suzerain 
of E gypt w ith the protection of the Suez canal.

by the proposal, bu t th a t England by hor conduct 
iii attem p tin g to seize E gypt and obtain control 
of the D ardanelles w ithout yielding to R ussia 
the counter-considerations, has given ju st cause 
for com plaint. The R ussian m inistry are opposed 
to w ar on account of the im poverished state of 
tho treasury, h u t tile E m peror m ay a t auy tim e 
overrule th eir pacific policy.

S t. P e t e r s b u r g , A ugust 7.—I t is reported th a t 
the troops iu odessa and in th e Caucasus have re­ 
ceived instructions to hold them selves in readi­ 
ness to em bark tor C onstantinople in tile event of 
a w ar betw een England and Turkey. 
It is be- 
lievca th a t th e Czar would regard such a conflict 
as an interposition of P rovidence w hereby the 
N ihilistic tendencies m ight be overthrow n and 
result in the com plete pacification of the em pire.

started by m aking oil 
w ith the cattle, and 
this was generally tho case, w ith some few hon­ 
orable exceptions. Tho house of Mr. Amos was 
equally ravaged, bu t in nil cases books seem ed to 
ii avo suffered no worse fate th an th a t of boing 
throw n about. 
Mr. W ilson’s house wan less com ­ 
pletely destroyed. 
Among Hic bouses unattack ed 
are Galliard, Boghos, Nil bar, Sidney, Carver, the 
tw o M onee#, H ardeastie, Scott, Dixon and Bell. 
In the pillaged houses even pots of flowers and 
photographs w ere w ilfully destroyed.

AROUND THE FARM.

T H E C A R E O F O R A F E VINES. 


I t I* th# l n f a n r e of the Sob ob the te * T * t 
• s t Not ob the F r a u W hleh R ipens It. 
Nearly all the cultivated fruit* are liable to 
overbear. 
Thii i* always more or less inju­ 
rious, and should be prevented. 
W ith (trapes, 
the first step in this direction is pruning, 
which should be done any time after theleaves 
fall, and when there is no frost in the ground; 
generally in February, before there is any 
danger of bleeding. 
This shortening of the 
strong canes, as the wood of one season's 
growth is called, by reducing tho bearing 
wood, reduces tbe crop. 
I t eau and should 
be reduced still further by tbe removal of su­ 
perfluous bunches; and now is a good time. 
A s the young growth puts out, the embryo 
clusters soon appear, three or four from every 
strong bud; less from weaker ones. 
A t this 
stage of growth, before blossoming, tbe work 
is easily doue. 
I t is best to remove first every 
small cluster, and second, evert one which is 
part tendril. 
The cluster is but another form 
of tendril—a higher form—and the appearance 
of tendrils where fruit should be is evidence 
that there is a lack of ability in th at part of 
tbe vine for the greater effort of fruit bearing. 
The removal of imperfect bunches directs the 
strength of the vine into the good bunches 
which are allowed to remain, and these de­ 
velop a sire arid excellence not to be reached 
without tbe thinning process referred to. 
The 
quantity of fruit year after year will not be 
lessened, while the quality will be all to which 
it is po«sible for tbe variety to attain; and the 
vine, not being overtaxed, 
WILL RIPEN ITS WOOD WEIX, 
and be ready for tbe work of tbe succeeding 
season. 
Some prefer a pair of small, pointed 
scissors for the operation of thinning; others 
fcbic the thumb-nail sufficient in tbe tender 
condition of the young growth. It will be well 
also to look after the small, greenish white, 
wcollv caterpillar, half an inch or less in 
length, which makes IU. boms and obtains its 
living on one of tbe last leaves. 
The leaf 
itself is largo enough (about the size of a 
dime) to stavd out distinctly as a leaf; but is 
prevented from doing sc by being fastened bv 
tbe caterpillar to the point of the shoot, the 
point being slijbtly drawn to one side front its 
lack of freedom as growth ad ranees. 
Gently 
draw out the imprisoned leaf and f ill the cat­ 
erpillar. 
Summer pru ning wh’cb means pull­ 
ing off growing shoots or canes which have no 
fruit on them, and pinching off tho points of 
those which arc bearing fruit, has given rise 
to a good deal of discussion, the result of which 
is that the practice ha* mostly fallen iu to dis­ 
use. 
The leave* are necessary to carry on tbe 
work of perfecting the rooks, weed and fruit. 
Persons hav* sometimes pulled off the leaves 
in order to expose the fruit to tbe sun, in the 
belief that ft would m e n bettor; but in such 
case* the grapes rarely rija*n at til. 
That it is 
th* influence of l i e sun on the leaves, and not 
on tbe fruit, which carries on and completes 
tbe ripening process. « evident from the fact 
that tbe finest clusters are often bidden under 
the largest leaves, aud also from the fact that 
grapes ripen perfectly with manilla paper bags 
pinned over them. 
For this purpose a bag 
which holds a pound or so of coffee is a good 
size. 
The value of this recent invention as a 
protection against insects is very gieat, and 
the labor is trifling compared with tbe benefit. 
Tbe necessity of a small opening in the bottom 
of the bag for the escape of water may be 
avoided by properly folding down the mouth 
In pinning, so as to keep out the rain. 
The 
time to do tho work of bagging is when the 
grapes are about half grown. 


B O E I N G F O R H A R V E S T . 


The Ground Cannot be Stirred T oo O ften 
D uring the Season a f G row th. 
The general feeling is that thorns, thistles, 
tareg and all their companions are punitory 
Inflictions imposed upon m an when bo proved 
unworthy of Edon. 
B ut it is the omnipresence 
and overpowering vigor of weeds th at provoke 
to a continual stirring of tbe ground during 
the growing year, and such tillage is tho chief 
essential, tbe only indispensable requirement, 
after soil aud seed and season, for paying 
crops. 
I t seems to be satisfactorily’jiroved 
that the most rare, 
expensive and easily 
lost 
nianurial 
element 
is 
formed 
in 
tbe 
soil 
during 
warm, 
temperate 
weather—50° 
to 
80°—wherever 
there 
is 
some am ount of nitrogenous and carbonaceous 
matter, some moisture and access of air. W hen 
we plough we turn down the maferial that was 
on the surface and place it where it is more 
uniformly moist, but no longer easily reached 
by the air, except as we rake aud harrow and 
otherwise scarify and stir. That exceptionally 
good husbandm an and close observer, Mr. 
Henry Ives, says that invariable iii his neigh­ 
borhood tbe only handsome fluids of wheat 
this spring are those seeded on fai'ow ground 
which was well stirred during last summer's 
severe drought, when many farmers consid­ 
ered it useless work to barrow or cultivate 
fields th at were entirely bare. All experienced 
cultivators know well, however, that 
GROUND 
CANNOT 
BE 
STIRRED 
TOO 
OFTEN 
DURING TUE BEASON OF GROWTH; 
th at is, as science says, between the limits of 
Bittie acid production in tbe soil, 50° to 80°. 
T he ferment upon which tho development of 
this essential dei ends, and the germs of w hich 
are everywhere ready to increase and multiply 
in the am azingly rapid way of their bacterian 
nature, helps to lighten and open the soil, and 
this seems to tie the 
explanation of 
the 
adage. “ Thiele the ground with a hoe and 
it will laugh with a harvest.” 
Men learned 
long ago, 
em tiricallv, 
that this continual 
summer 
scratching 
is essential to 
a lib­ 
eral 
bestowment 
of 
favor 
in 
copious 
crops, bu l it would probably have 
never 
been found out if that which we call a curse 
had not been inflicted. 
I t is oue of our 
heavenly father's .wise and good provisions 
that we are directed and incited to till the 
earth by the weeds that incessantly spring 
from it, and to m aintain the fullest condition 
of health and vigor in ourselves bv the labor, 
tbe fall breathing of fresh air and the open 
pores which tue work necessitates.

A Forcible lllu strn tio * of Ex p e r i* ort*. 
During the latter part of Ju ly or first of 
August, 1879, a portion of a field of oat 
stubble was laid off into a large “land,” and tbe 
plough started iu the middle of it. 
W h en one 
or two davs’ work had been done it became 
necessary to withdraw the team and put it at 
another job of work, which was not finished 
until late in September. 
The plough was 
then started again, the land finished, the 
whole 
thoroughly 
pulverized 
and 
sown 
with 
wheat. 
W ith in 
a reasonable 
time 
the 
wheat 
sown 
on 
tho 
central, 
first- 
plonglied portion of the land, 
made its ap­ 
pearance, coming up well and growing finely. 
Several days later that gown the same day, and 
some of it the same hour, on the later-ploughed 
portion, began to he seen, but the stand was 
poor and the grow th weak compared to the 
other, aud from thai time until harvest the 
precise furrow where tho early ploughing 
stooped could he definitely located by this dif­ 
ference in g ro w tl. 
The wheat on the two por­ 
tions of the field was harvested and threshed 
separately, with the result of a difference of 
ten bushels to the acre in yield in favor of the 
earlier ploughing, and as great a difference in 
quality as in yield. This experiment was only a 
FORCIBLE ILLUSTRATION OF THE EXPERIENCE 
of many farmers—an experience which our 
best farmers have profited ny with ereat ad­ 
vantage to their pockets. 
In the case under 
consideration the difference in yield may have 
been exaggerated bv a favorable condition of 
tbe soil for ploughing, as to moisture, when 
the first plougl ing was done, and an unfavor­ 
able condition (the soil being somewhat too 
dry) later in the season; but this is a differ­ 
ence of frequent occurrence. There are several 
reasons for thig superior yield 
of 
wheat 
on early-ploughed land, 
one of which 
is 
th at early 
ploughing 
gives 
tbe soil time 
to become settled together and pulverized by 
the action of the weather helore time for sow­ 
ing cf the grain; consequently there are no 
openings between the clods into which Hie 
seeds m ar fail to he sprouted and then killed 
through acce-* of drying winds. Another, and 
probably bv far the most important reason is, 
that the stirring of the soil sets up the process 
of nitrification, which recent investigation* 
have shown to Ik- analagous to the fermenta­ 
tion of yeast, aud which develops in it that 
store of plant-fiod which is the first essential 
to t' riily growth. 
W hatever may he the rea­ 


son the fact has been abundantly demonstrated 
that early ploughing is essential to a full yield 
of wheat. 


T H E P I G . 


T h e I m p e r ta a r e of a P ie P a s tu r e . 
Recently I urged the importance of a pig 
pasture, which experience had tau g h t me was 
a necessity, and now, by the same teacher, a 
second pig pasture is also made important. 
In orderto carry on pig breeding with the least 
trouble and in tbe most successful manner, 
two pastures are required. 
I t is also almost 
as necessary where pigs are raised for fatten­ 
ing. 
There is no cheaper way by which pigs 
can he kept through the summer, or any more 
healthful, 
than 
to 
run 
in 
a 
pasture. 
They 
will 
grow 
all 
the 
time 
if 
there 
is 
plenty 
of grass. 
They like a short, 
fresh 
growth, 
but they 
will 
eat 
clover 
greedily when It is full grown, so long as it 
remains green, preferring the blossoms. 
It is 
better to turn into clover before it is fully 
grow n and the stems become tough and woody, 
and then the pigs will eat it all up. 
Orchard 
grass is the n ext best pasiure, and I am 
not sure but it is preferable, as it will grow up 
rapidly whenever eaten off, and will really 
furnish more food during a season than clover. 
Of course if the pigs are fed a*little extra feed 
they will grow faster, and with young ones 
this is a necessity. Pigs which have been win­ 
tered over will thrive on grass alone, and 
young pigs will do much better if allowed to 
run on tho grass, of which they will oat consid­ 
erable. It seems to have a 
GOOD EFFECT UPON THEIR STOMACHS, 
as we rarely see them get sick when they can 
get grass to eat, whereas when confined in 
pens they often have scours, which are caused 
by derangement of the stomach. 
The second 
pig pasture need qot he of so permanent a 
character as the first, although at Kirby home­ 
stead it will bo made equally as permanent. 
A side-hill orchard, seeded with orchard grass, 
will be inclosed with a fence, two boards at the 
bottom and above th at barbed wire. 
This 
orchard has a living spring in it, and on this 
account is well suited for a pig pasture. 
The 
trees 
need 
the 
enriching 
which 
tbe 
pigs 
would 
afford, and tho side-hUl 
is 
not 
adapted 
to 
culture. 
I t 
seems 
queer that this has not been 
thought of 
before. 
For the lack of such an inclosure tho 
male hogs have been kept in the nens and fed, 
while they m ight have been out to grass wait­ 
ing on themselves, and so saved a great deal 
of trouble. 
The fence where such animals are 
confined m ust he substantial. 
Tbe old tog 
pasture is suited to them. as it is surrounded 
bv a stone wall four feet high and a strong 
bharti fence 
The brooding sows, and the 
animals 
designated 
for 
fattening can he 
divided between the pastures, according to 
circumstances, and a much more satisfactory 
m anagem ent of them had, with a place for 
en ob, rather than for them all to run together. 
It i« quite a happy thought to turn the side­ 
hill orchard into a pig pasture, because it had 
been 
A PROBLEM NOT EASY TO SOLVE, 
how to effectually manure its steep sides. 
A 
year or two feeding and fattening the hogs in 
it will so eurich the soil th at the labor of haul­ 
ing manure will be unnecessary. 
W h a t to do 
with voting pigs which were weaned in order 
that the mothers m ight have another litter bas 
put the notion of hurdles in my head, and 
now it seems as though I dould not get along, 
without them. 
By hurdles is meaut panels 
or sections of a fence, 
nailed 
or framed 
together, 
so 
that 
they 
can 
be 
moved 
about or set up anywhere. 
The convenience 
of these hurdles for yarding young pigs or 
calves on the green sod is apparent. 
Before 
tbe ground becomes too much eaten off or foul, 
they should he moved to a fresh spot. 
Stables 
iu summer, reeking, as they are very apt to be, 
with more or less filth and foul smells, are no 
comparison to a fresh, green spot in the open 
air, such as can be furnished so easily with a 
few hurdles. 
Bv having boards saved into 
strips two inches wide two boards will make 
one burdie. 
These strips should be nailed on 
to pieces, using wrought nails, one piece at 
each end and one in the middle. 
The hurdles 
mav be fastened together with malleable wire, 
and if the inclosure i* not too large two or 
three men can move the whole of it without its 
being taken apart. 
A wet day, if the material 
is on hand. will furnish the tim® to make the 
hurdles.—[F. D. Curtis, Kirby homestead, 
N. Y.

T H E P E A S . 


P ear* Should N et be P e rm itte d to R ipen bb 
th e T ree. 
It is difficult to make some persons believe 
that, as a general rule, pears should not he 
permitted to ripen on the treo. 
Of course, 
some will try to argue tbe question whenever 
it is presented in this form, but the proof is to 
be found in the difference in pears ripened by 
the natural and unnatural processes, if we 
choose to class them as such. 
W inter pears 
and apples do ripen finely after they are taken 
from the trees, hut I hardly think it will be 
claimed that these same varieties would be of 
better quality if grown where the season was 
sufficiently extended to admit of full maturity 
upon the trees. 
Our Northern varieties of 
these fruits, when cultivated in a Southern cli­ 
mate, do not si ow any im provement in conse­ 
quence of the change; and further the pomolo- 
gists of the South, as well as those of tbe 
North, advocate house ripening of pears and 
late apples. 
There are, it is true, a few varie­ 
ties of our best tears which appear to retain 
their good qualities if allowed to mature on 
the tree, hut those are exceptions to tho gen­ 
eral rule. 
But this is not conclusive evidence 
that they would not be better if gathered be­ 
fore perfectly rifle. 
Of course, this early 
gathering of pears is nothing new to experi­ 
enced pomologists, tiut the masses do not ap­ 
pear to know anything about it, heuce their 
neglect of this very im portant n a n of pear 
culture, and the consequent failure to secure 
excellent fruit. 
I am reminded of this by 
seeing early pears like theBartiett, Bloodgootl 
aud Doyenne 
d’E te In 
the gardens and 
orchards of my neighbors, as well as wherever 
I happen to travel through the country, all 
left upon the trees, until they fall with over- 
ripeness. 
It is a wonder that we 
HEAR C'OMI’LAINTB OF ROTTING AT THE CORE 
with such noble varieties as Flem ish beauty, 
Onondaga and Clapp’s favorite. 
The first, in 
particular, will show a splendid exterior up to 
the last mooieut, if left on the tree to ripen, 
while from the centre out to within an eighth 
of an inch of the rosy cheek is a mass of rot­ 
tenness. 
Out of more than a thousand varie­ 
ties of pears which it has been m f fortune or 
rn isfortune to cultivate and handle in my time, 
I have vet to find one which was not better in 
quality when ripened off the tree than ou it. 
The chemical changes which take place in the 
fruit during what is termed ripening appear to 
be more perfect if retarded than when hastened; 
heuce the benefits of gathering early and 
placing 
where 
the 
process 
will 
proceed 
slowly. 
W e have 
many 
varieties 
which, 
if allowed to ripen on the tree, have a coarse, 
gritty flesh, but become mellowed and softened, 
or. as the penologist would say, “ buttery,” 
when ripened in the house. 
It would be diffi­ 
cu lt to designate the exact time when any par­ 
ticular variety should be gathered, for it is the 
conditions which must govern in these mat­ 
ters, and they vary with the seasons, even in 
tbe same locality. 
A little observation and 
experience will usually enable one to come 
near enough to be successful. 
W hen a few of 
the earliest matured on a tree begin to change 
color or drop off, and tbe stems of those which 
are still green will part readily from the 
branch when lifted, It is time to gather all. 
Perhaps there is no surer method of determin­ 
ing maturity than the free parting of the fruit 
stem from the spur on wliicn it grew. 
If the 
stem adheres so firmly that it will break, then 
the fruit is not sufficiently m ature for gather­ 
ing. 


C H O IC E M U T T O N . 


A L am en tab le Ignorance of W h e t Cenitl- 
tu le s Good Mwtlon. 
■- 
Notwithstanding what has been said from 
time to time latterly on this subject in our 
agricultural journals there is still a lamentable 
ignorance among us of what constitutes choice 
mutton, and also as to the breeds of sheep best 
suited to produce it. 
Tho pure Southdown 
stands indisputably at the head of all sheep for 
this purpose, and next come the various other 
families of downs, as those in Hampshire, 
Shropshire, Oxfordshire and other English 
shires, taking Hie name from the county in 
which each is hied, notwithstanding all are es­ 
sentially the game kind, and are uniformly dis­ 
tinguished by dark-colored f aces and togs. There 
are tnanv thousands of those sheep kept and bred 
iu the southern par'-, of England, and yet not 
Lu sufficient numbers to supply the demand 


for choice m utton, even at extra prices, which 
it always commands in the market. 
To 
increase this supply more rapidly, mainly by 
adding a larger weight to tbe carcass, breeders 
of downs began, a half-century or more ago, 
to cross their ewes to some extent, particularly 
for early lambs for the London markets, with 
Cotswold aud other long-woolled rams. 
The 
mutton of this cross is not equal to that of the 
pure downs, being somewhat more fatty and 
a trifle coarser, still of so fair a quality that it 
has ever found favor with consumers; and, 
although it does not command quite so high a 
price, 
BREEDING THIS IS AS PROFITABLE 
in consequence of obtaining a larger amount 
of meat per lam b or grown sheep. 
This cross, 
as a general rule, adds one-fourth to one-third 
of the size of the pure down, and sometimes 
even as high as one-half. 
Tbe manner^ of 
breeding has been imitated as near as possible 
for some time past 
by 
American 
flotk- 
masters; hut not having down ewes to make 
the cross with long-woolled rams, they have 
been obliged to use tho common natives and 
part-bred merinos. 
The produce of this cross 
turns out what we consider a pretty good 
quality of mutton, and, in any event, is so much 
an improvement over what had heretofore been 
usually offered in our markets, that it has 
found favor at an increased price, and even 
sold tolerably well when exported to England. 
Still we should not rest satisfied, but must 
go on improving till we can fully equal E n g­ 
lish mutton. 
This accomplished, the demand 
for home consumption and exportation would 
increase so rapidly that we do not believe 
breeders can fully moot it for twentv-fivo to 
fifty years to come. 
In calculating (lie proba­ 
bilities of this we need not go beyond our own 
borders, as consumers are multiplying fast 
among us, by increased population and the 
substitution of mutton for pork. 
The former 
kind of meat is found to he m uch more healthy 
than the latter, especially in warm or Lot 
weather, and it is more palatable also to tile 
general appetite. 
Many persons who scarcely 
ever touch pork, or even beef, are extrava­ 
gantly fond of mutton. 
Now, how can im­ 
provement in the quality of m utton he most 
rapidly made? First, keep od crossing, as 
heretofore, 
WITH LONC-WOOLLFD RAMS, 
as fast as possible, then put the ewes of this 
cross to any of the down-bred rams, and con­ 
tinue with downs, unless it is necessary to in- 
crea«e the size ct the produce; in that case, go 
hack to another crows of the long-wool. Second­ 
ly, use the down rams now among us on native 
orpsit-bred merino ewes. The produce of these 
will corno smaller than that of the long- 
woolled cross; hut the mutton will be of rather 
a superior quality—that i s possess a greater 
proportion of tender, juicy lean—and conse­ 
quently command a higher piice. 
To get any 
of these breeds 
of sheep for rapidly im­ 
proving our own, it 
is 
not 
necessary 
to 
KO to the liigh-famed breeders iu England, 
and 
pay 
exorbitant 
prices. 
Those 
to 
be 
got from 
breeders 
here 
at 
moderate 
price w’ill answer all useful purposes. 
N u­ 
merous ewes, as w ellt aa rams, can then he 
Imported, and males lo abundance Ired iu 
our own country for crossing purposes. Flocks 
mav he got up quite cheaply in this way. 
"We 
don’t w ant fancy animals for our farmers ordi­ 
narily to begin with; let them come tor such 
hereafter for the perfection of their flecks, 
when grown more numerous and it is their 
ambition to breed for faucy points. 
Bams 
properly cared for, kept up by themselves, 
and led out to the ewes when in heat, as in 
tim case of stallions, will effectually serve 
twice, and perhaps thrice the number, than 
when suffered lo run loose among them, and 
their offspring will generally be more vigorous 
and thrifty. 
This is another cheap mallrod of 
increasing stock, getting more lambs from 
each ram. 


G U E R N S E Y C A T T L E . 


F e w People K n t w th e D ifference R etw e e n 
th e G n r r n i e ; and the Jersey. 
This race of Guernsey cattle seldom get the 
nam e and credit they deserve, being often 
coupled with the Jersey or Alderney. 
Com­ 
paratively few people know that there is any 
difference between the Guernsey and Jersey, 
most being frequently ignorant of the fact that 
tho Guernseys are a distinct breed, and, in 
reality, very different from the Jersey. 
One 
great advantage is that they are altogether a 
more fleshy animal, without the exceedingly 
bony 
fram e 
that, 
though 
good 
for 
con­ 
verting 
a small 
am ount 
of 
food 
into 
milk, 
gives 
no 
protection 
from 
hard 
weather, 
and 
will 
not 
fatten. 
There 
is little doubt that this race of cattle could he 
well acclimatized and bred to a very hardy, 
useful breed. 
Size could be cultivated; they 
could be in time brought to a larger animal 
than they are at present, though there are 
many fair-sized Guernseys to bo seen now. 
The English farmer has ordinarily nothing to 
fall back upon but “market value.” 
He has 
no breed th a t combines quality as well as good 
milking properties. 
The “ better” he breeds 
his stock, so to speak, the le^s chance he has 
of having a good dairy. 
His down-calving 
heifers are of no especial value; whereas, if 
they were thoroughbred 
and had quality, 
whether shorthorn, Devon, or, in fact, any 
breed, he would have a considerable chance of 
obtaining high prices for Ihetg. 
The Guern­ 
sey heifers are of high value, and 


WILL ALWAYS OBTAIN A TRICE, 
especially now lite Americans have taken 
them up. Tile Guernsey cow is a long, deep an­ 
imal, hor depth being carried on all through— 
wide pins, and lots of room behind, and grad­ 
ually forming into a light, dairy-looking fore­ 
hand; narrow shoulder tops, and a thin neck 
and head, the legs short and clean, with no 
daylight at all under the body. 
The fawn and 
white patches, cream-colored nose and gen ­ 
eral orange gloss denote the true breed. 
They 
are not tile small cow they are generally sup­ 
posed to be. 
Mr. Jam es, whose muno is well 
known as a breeder of first-class Guernsey 
stock, both for show and good milkers, salt's: 
“ Some of our cat.ilo w ill come very little short 
in weight of an ordinary shorthorn at three 
years old.” 
Then he goes on: “ I farmed for 
many years in the south of Scotland and bred 
shorthorns. 
I had the opportunity of compar­ 
ing the two breeds.” 
This surely speaks well 
for the Guernsey. 
Though different in many 
ways, there is a great similariiy between the 
Jer«ev and Guernsey, both breeds being es­ 
sentially buttermakers’ cows, giving similar 
amounts of butter and of the same quality. 
This butter, as is well known, is of superb 
qualitv, color aud tas'o, and always fetches 
the 
highest 
price. 
The 
Guernsey 
gives 
more 
milk, 
often three 
to 
four 
gallons 
to the 
two or two and 
a half of the 
Jersey. 
In fact, a dairy of Guernseys would 
give more milk than the average of ordinary 
shorthorns, especially if selected and bred for 
it. 
The first-prize Guernsey cow at the Royal 
Counties’ show at Salisbury in Ju n e last gave 
one an excellent idea of what the breed should 
bo. 
She was deep, long and wedge-shaped, 
with a splendid bag, aud was then giving four 
gallons per day of milk of good quality, which 
is not very wonderful for the breed. A G uern­ 
sey heifer, after first calf, was only the other 
day giving four gallons a day. 
This was not 
a prize animal. 
A Guernsey will yield 3 5 0 
pounds to 4 0 0 pounds of the finest butler in 
the rear. 
There is a structural limit lo the 
production of every cow—that is, in the actual 
mechanism of the anim al itself. 
There aro 


NO TWO ANIMALS MADE EXACTLY ALIKE, 
inside or out. 
Any difference in the formation 
of the internal structure might make a differ­ 
ence of many gallons’ yield in the course of the 
year. 
This does not infer that the anatomy of 
cows is in any way different; but there are 
undoubtedly structures better formed for pro­ 
duce than others. 
As regards the breeding of 
good dairy cows, it is always allowed that like, 
to a certain extent, produces like, externally 
and internally. 
Then, again, thoro is the 
law of variation, ag a in st^ liich the breeder of 
good stock always'bas to struggle. sBo it as it 
may, 
the 
only* safe road 
to 
certainty, 
or, 
we 
might 
say. 
success, 
in breeding 
good milkers, is to breed 
from 
pedigree 
milking 
stock. 
This 
seldom 
can 
he ob­ 
tained where a pedigree shorthorn hull is 
used. 
You cannot have tile milking type un­ 
less you breed from animals that have boon 
milkers. 
The Guernseys, both hull and cow, 
are descended from stock that has been es­ 
teemed for its largo produce of milk and 
butter for generations. 
W ith regard to bulls 
for producing good milkers, it is sometimes 
argued that the m ilking properties of a cow 
invariably descend through tho female line; 
hut this gives no ground for nnv rule, as there 
are, and have been, many bulls which have 
produced good milkers. 
For instance, the 
Furl of Dublin and the Jam estown 
bull 
had this milking propensity. 
The struct­ 
ural 
economy 
of 
a 
Guernsey 
al low’s 
her to convert the food she eats into produce 
far more perfectly than the ordinary dairy cow. 
Of course, there are advantages in having 
massive-framed animals, in order to obtain 
grout weight when fatted out; but massive 
frames require a good deal to support life dur­ 
ing the time they are in milk. leaving the re­ 
mainder for the production of milk. 
I t is 


easier to infuse flesh into a m ilking breed of 
cattle than to create a “ m ilking prepotency” 
iu a fleshy breed, 
By selecting the large ones 
and feeding the calves well, there is no doubt 
this breed might be made fit for any tenant 
farmer.

Ro Not Neglect to Provide Proper Shelter 
for Y our Sheep, 
I do not envy any m an the conscience that 
will allow him to neglect to provide shelter for 
his sheep in such weather as we had having 
the past winter, with almost continual rain 
and occasional sleet. 
The comfort of the ani­ 
mals, tho inconvenience of feeding and waste 
that m ust necessarily attend outdoor wintering 
are of sufficient importance to prompt a person 
to provide shelter. 
Of course, by giving good 
attention, some mail succeed in wintering sheep 
out of doors when feeding on the ground, even 
in unfavorable winters like the past; 
but 
the same care and attention would ensure much 
better results if the flocks were kept in dry, 
well-ventilated sables, with plenty of good 
food and water. 
I have known mon to raise 
large families in log cabins and hovels, desti­ 
tute of clothing or bedding wmrtby tbe name, 
and without shoes and stockings during the 
entire winter, and still they were never known 
to he sick; but is there a man living that 
would produce this as argument against pro­ 
viding good, comfortable houses? People often 
go to groat expense in the erection of dwell­ 
ings, and ore disapt ointcd in their expecta­ 
tions as to their enjoyments. From some cause 
not guarded against they are unhealthful; their 
families become sickly and die. 
So it is in 
providing shelter for shoer, or stock of anv 
sort. 
I t is a well-established fact, and well 
known to 
all who have 
had experience, 
and l ave given the m atter the attention that 
they should, thai no animal on the farm will 
do so poorly in close, unventilated quarters as 
sheep; but the very fact that iu rough weather 
they seek the most sheltered part of tbe field, 
aud. when used to being housed, will go under 
shelter on cold, stormy days of their own 
accord, is evidence that they may be made 
more comfortable by being sheltered, if proper 
regard is paid to the principles upon which 
such buildings should He constructed, and due 
attention given in their m anagem ent after­ 
wards. 
About twenty years ago I commenced 
keeping sheep. My first flock numbered fifteen 
low-grade merino ewes. 
A t that time very 
few people in the neighborhood provided any 
shelter; and even if provided it was of tbe 
most primitive sort. 
I took what was con­ 
sidered at the time rather advanced ground, 
providing sheds and racks to feed from under 
shelter. 
MY FLOCK "WAS INCREASED 
front time to time until it reached an average 
of about 200. 
I wintered about th at number, 
selling the old ewes and wethers to equal the 
increase every year. 
Although I have had 
many ups and downs, meeting with disap­ 
pointments from various causes, yet I have 
continued to persevere, und with all my draw­ 
backs, I have never failed to have my sheep 
shear from one to two pounds more per head 
than those of my neighbors, and this, too, 
without extra feed or attention,' except In pro­ 
viding comfortable shelter during 
winter. 
For two years past my flock has averaged six 
pounds cf washed wool per head, and were it 
not for the fact that I have a tract of about 
IOO acres of woodland, interspersed with com­ 
mons and partly underbrush, on which about 
half my sheep are kept during the sum m er,the 
average would he much better, but as it is, I 
expect to got them up to an average seven 
pounds in a short time. 
D uring the past 
winter I have had all my stock, consisting of 
four head of horses, twenty head of cattle, and 
200 head of sheep, undercover. I have had my 
sheep in three lots, under one roof, with rack- 
room for each, and every sheep can eat at the 
sumo time. 
A t each end of the stable are 
large double doors, which I keep open all the 
time such weather as past winter, while all the 
trout side facing the southeast is, in a t a n ­ 
ner, open. 
In the dayt-imo they run on the 
fields near bv and get water. 
There is hardly 
ever anything the m atter with my sheep. 
Once in 
a while one will die; of course there 
is not a year hut that I lose one or two. 
I 
always sell my old ewes when their teeth 
begin to get snaggv, and generally get about 
as much for them as other | eoplc get for their 
good 
sheep, 
and 
I seldom 
have a 
pelt 
on 
the 
place. 
I 
have 
had 
sheep 
with sore feet, hut never allowed a case of 
foot rot to develop itself. 
W hile I am not 
careful to keep them out of all the rain, yet I 
make it a point during winter to keep tUfcra 
from it as much as possible; in summer they 
get all that falls. 
For feeding hay I use the 
common box rack, upper board on the inside 
flaring out a little, and never have any trouble 
with their wasting feed. 
All that is left in 
when they are done eating is taken out before 
thew ara fed again and given to the cattle. 
Early in the fall a little grain is fed to all, 
and also when wheat or oat straw is fed. 
W hen hay is fed, little grain is given, except 
to lambs. 
Corn fodder is fed on the ground 
during frosty weather. 
W h en night comes, 
no matter whether it rains or sleets, my sheep 
are comfortable, and eat their feed with a rel­ 
ish that makes a person feel good to behold. 
—[Country Gentleman. 
L e icester Sheep, 
The Leicester is not considered as one of the 
old-established pure races of E nglish sheep, 
because it dates back only to about 1750, or 
130 years ago. 
There was theu a Leicester 
breed, but it was no more like the modern im­ 
proved Leicester than a Texan steer is like a 
higli-elass shorthorn or Hereford. 
The facts 
are that Mr. Bluewell, the great and success­ 
ful breeder of longhorn cattle and of these 
sheep, was the founder of the present race of 
Leicester*: and that he was a breeder who 
carried out his ideas of what was required 
t i make 
a 
perfect 
animal 
without 
re­ 
gard to conventionalisms, axioms, rules or 
beliefs of other breeders. 
H e did just what 
he had a mind to, even to tbe employing of a 
black lam of tho finest form, however, to im­ 
prove tile whitest of the wbite-wool sheep. 
A 
flue Leicester is a beautiful animal, square all 
over, as it were, both on the side aud the back, 
deep in flank and brisket, wide over the shoul­ 
ders and the rump, and full and round in the 
loin. 
I t has no topknot, but a broad, bare 
forehead, with large, prominent, lustrous eyes, 
a fine Roman nose; thin, sometimes a little 
drooping, ears; 
a thin, soft, elastic skin, 
through which the rich blood shows in a gen­ 
eral pinkv tint, aud prominent blue veins. 
The skin is covered with the softest, silky wool 
of remarkably fine fibre and seven or more 
inches in length. 
This beautiful, high-bred 
sheep, unfortunately, 


IS NOT THE FARMER’S SHET(p, 
for it requires the greatest care and the most 
skilful managem ent in feeding for its thrift; 
but its great value, to use the words of the 
Agricultural Gazette, is in regard to the way 
iii which it has improved other breeds. 
It is, 
in fact, among sheep wbat the Duchess family 
is among shorthorns. 
W herever its blood is 
mingled witli that of inferior breeds it stamps 
its consuicuous mark upon them, but this is, 
for all practical purposes, the end and purpose 
of a high-bred race of animals. 
The Leices­ 
ter has refined the Lincolns aud the Cots wolds, 
and it has been used to cross the merinos 
in France, and has produced a cross-bred 
sheep of great value 
for 
its 
wool 
and 
its flesh. 
The mutton of tho Leicester is 
too fat for Am erican consumption where we 
do not appreciate tho “ three fingers” of fat 
upon our mutton chops. 
Its want of hardiness 
will always prevent it from becoming popular 
here, that is, as a sheep for making a flock. 
But there is no other sheep that crosses better 
upon our common sheep when fine, long wool 
or heavy m utton is required. 
The Cotswold 
may he considered ahead of tbe Leicester by 
many who are used to it. hut the latter—the 
Bakewell breed, as it is frequently called here 
—has all the good points of the former for pro­ 
ducing grades, and some that are superior. 
Still we should hesitate to advise any farmer 
to select a Leceister ram even for his flock 
unless he knows how, and is willing to give 
his flock, especially the ram, the very best care 
aud attention; and this includes high feeding 
and the use ot roots for this purpose,—[Rural 
New Yorker. 
W i s t e r W h e a t and Sheep. 
There is no reason why wheat should not 
prove a rem unerative crop in New England. 
I t may be grown as well as rye. 
Our farmers, 
however, m ust seek better methods and higher 
cultivation ttian l o w prevails in our country 
to produce thirty-five to forty bushels of wheat 
to the acre, thus eq u alin g the results of the 
high culture prevalent in E ngland. 
Increased 
interest in sheep husbandry—uow a hopeful 
sign in New E ngland agriculture—will pave 
the way to successful wheat growing. 
Sheep 
m ust be utilized as grain growers as well as 
producers of woo! and mutton. 
Our soil aver­ 
ages better in quality than some of the famous 
wheat farms of England, where, in tbe vicinity 
of tbe downs, large quantities of wheat are 
grown on lands that cannot ne classed as wheat 
lauds, though made available for th at crop 


through the aid of sheep in the im provem ent 
of the condition and quality of the soil. 
This 
land, like tile downs, is very sandy, but the 
sheen, which are pastured on the hills by day, 
are folded upon the wheat lands by night, 
pressing the roots down into the soil, thus im­ 
proving the growth of Mio wheat. 
A marked 
difference in the growth of the whoat plant is 
noticed where the shpep are folded at night. 
In addition to the liquid and solid droppings 
of the sheep, the animals are constantly ex­ 
uding a yolk or grease. 
To he sure fat is not a 
fertilizer, hut tho potash, of which this yolk 
contains a largo quantity, makes it easy to 
mark where tho sheep have been folded at 
night, even after the grain is full grown. I t is 
not upon the scanty herbage of the downs alone 
that tho English fanner depends for securing 
to his sheep a sufficient subsistence to aid in 
the fertilization of his wheat. 
He feeds large 
quantities of turnips, the sheep being turned 
upon the turnip fields while inside of hurdles. 
W hen the sheep 
HAVE HAD ALL THE TURNIPS THEY WILL EAT 
they are then turned upon the voting wheat 
plants, thus going from one variety of food 
to another. 
These hurdles are so constructed 
that a boy can handle them with ease. 
Feed­ 
ing tile wheat in the fall checks any extra 
growth 
before winter, 
besides stim ulating 
the plant to increased growth 
and produc­ 
tion through the tillering process. 
The E ng­ 
lish farmer also raises another excellent fod­ 
der plant known 
as rape, which may be 
readily grown in this 
section. 
Cows love 
this fine forage, while sheep feed upon it 
with good results iu fattening aud in m ak­ 
ing the richest of all top-d Hissings for wheat. 
Rape will grow two or three feet high, and 
while feeding upon this sheep are kept in 
hurdles for a few hours only, and are then 
turned upon the 
wheat. 
Large 
flocks of 
sheep pastured upon the hills in E tg lanfl are 
brought down into the fields and finished off 
upon rape and turnips. 
W hen brought down 
for this purpose they are fed upon these crops 
by day and turned upon the wheat by night. 
Thus the land off which sheep are fed receives 
most excellent tertilization during their feed­ 
ing time, while the stems and roots of the rape 
plant,,w ith the roots and decaying bottoms cf 
tbe turnips, afford additional fertilizing mat­ 
ter. 
All the while the farmer, through his 
flock, is producing wool aud the best qualities 
of m utton in abundance. 
W ith the average 
New England winter it is true that sheep can­ 
not be wintered out in open lot as is tho com­ 
mon custom In Great Britain. 
However, 
were our own farmers determined to push the 
business of sheep husbandry and of wheat 
growing together as conducted by the most 
advanced 
farmers 
in 
the 
world, 
it 
would 
be found 
that 
there 
are 
many 
days 
in 
winter, 
at 
least 
in 
sheltered 
localities, when sheep 
could 
he 
fed upon 
turnips with the use of hurdles. 
Such a feed­ 
ing would conduce to the health and condition 
of tbe sheep, us dry feed is not the bpst for 
these animals at ail times. 
F la t turnips and 
good bright straw, with an occasional feeding 
of clover rowen; w ill carry ewes along. 
Sheep 
could be fed on rape until very late in the fall, 
and in mild weather during the fall and winter 
on turnips in the open field, inside of hurdles. 
Ten bushels of bonedust and the same quan­ 
tity of wood ashes per aero make an qxcelient 
fertilizer for rape, and if the latter be fed off 
by sheep under the system outlined above no 
other fertilizer would he required for wheat. 
I t m ight he desirable to turn sheep upon the 
wheat field for a few weeks in early spring, 
particularly tho ewes with lambs at their sides, 
To ensure success in the future it is evident 
that new systems of feeding live stock as well 
as cultivating the land m ust be adooted by our 
New England farmers, to meet the changed 
conditions of the times in which we live.

O L D P A S T P B E L A N D . 


W h a t ii the R e s t M ethod of Im proving Old, 
W o rn -O u t Filature Laud I 
Am ong the questions which present them­ 
selves to the farmer for decision, few are more 
perplexing or more difficult to answer cor­ 
rectly than that of “ W h at is the best method 
of improving old , worn-out 
pasture land?” 
W h a t makes the question more difficult to de­ 
cide is the fact th at many pastures are not only 
rocky and billy, but are located one or two railes 
from home, or are in that portion of the home 
lot th at is very difficult to reach with a loaded 
team. 
W hile the farmer fully realizes the 
fact that gradually tbe sweet, rich grasses are 
being crowded out by tbe coarse grasses, 
mosses, briers and bushes, and that every year 
the num ber of acres ct feeding land is being 
reduced, he does not see very clearly how to 
prevent it without an outlay so large as to 
raise the questions, Can I afford it? and W ill 
It pay? 
A b these questions 
are 
usually 
answered in the negative, the pastures are per­ 
mitted to grow up to bushes, and the farmer 
has either to feed his cattle more at the baru 
or every year reduce the num ber of his cattle. 
A ride through the State discloses the fact that 
there are many thousands of acres of land 
today covered with hushes that twenty-fire 
years ago was good pasture land. 
There are 
several causes for this. 
First, the farmer has 
learned that there is 


MORE PROFIT IN CULTIVATING TEN ACRES WELL 
than fifty indifferently; and although he may 
raise and sell morep rodncethan his father did, 
Ie doe3 not cultivate half as much 
land; 
he confines his cultivation to the richest por­ 
tions of his farm, leaving the hills and hill­ 
sides, which his father occasionally cultivated 
for the production of grain, to be used for per­ 
m anent pastures; directing his whole atten­ 
tion to the richer portions of his farm, the pas­ 
tures are neglected until they fail to furnish 
sufficient 
summer 
feed 
to 
pasture 
as 
many cows as he cuts hay to winter; lienee 
conies the perplexing question of how to im­ 
prove and hring back tho pastures. 
Second, 
formerly most of farmers kept a flock of sheep, 
that not only kept the pastures much richer, 
hut done much to keep down the briers and 
bushes. 
Sheep do much to prevent pastures 
from becoming mossy, and white clover will 
grow much Letter where sheep rim than where 
ouly horned cattle feed. 
All experience 
proves that while sheep Improve land, horned 
cattle run it clown very fast. 
Sheep hus­ 
bandry has been abandoned, principally on ac­ 
count of want of protection from injury bv 
dogs. 
Third, 
THE INTRODUCTION OF MACHINERY 
to do most of the work on tho farm, has had a 
tendency to cause the farmers to abandon the 
cultivation of the rougher portions of tho farm 
and confine their labors to land level enough 
tor machinery (o work well. 
These causes 
combined have in a great measure stopped ltu- 
Drovements on that portion of the farm that 
has teen set aside for pasture land. A t first it 
was not a very serious m atter to thus neglect 
the 
pastures; 
hut 
in 
time 
the 
briers 
aud 
hushes 
spread, 
and 
kill 
out 
the 
sweet gras-es to such an extent th at it be­ 
comes more 
and, more evident that some 
measures must be taken to reclaim the pas­ 
tures, by killing out the hushes, or tho time 
will soon corno in manv towns fthen the pas­ 
turing df cattle must he abandoned. 
As few 
farmers are ready to do this, the question as 
to bow best to reclaim their run-down pastures 
becomes a very important one. 
Laud that can 
be easily ploughed does not present tho diffi­ 
culty th at land does which is so rockv and 
rough that it cannot be ploughed, for in these 
davs of concentrated "fertilizers, even ii the 
land is away from home, or on some portion 
oi the farm where the roads are bad, it is not 
difficult to draw a sufficient amount of such 
fertilizers over rough roads, to enrich the soil 
to a degree necessary to produce good feed. 
Laud that can be ploughed can, no doubt, 
BE IMPROVED TO BETTER ADVANTAGE 
by turning it over and reseeding it than by 
surface manuring. 
The most difficult pastures 
to reclaim are those that are very rocky aud 
covered with bushes; 
Inn such land when 
once reclaimed makes the best of pastures. 
To cut the bushes in such pastures ouceayear, 
as manx do, is but little adv anlage; 
it never 
kills the roots and only encourages the tops to 
grow thicker every year. 
iu our opinion it 
would be better to cut tile hushes on oue acre 
four times iu one year than to cut the hustles 
on tour acres once in a year; or, in other words, 
it is better to cut the hushes on only such an 
amount of land us can be subdued toe.first 
year, and so continue the work until the whole 
pasture has been reclaimed. 
If the hushes be 
cut very close to the ground the last ol August 
aud grass seed he sown and covered with a 
good dressing of fine manure the grass will get 
well established iu the autum n, arid he ready 
to grow in the spring before tho hushes sprout. 
If the bustles bo kept cut off, and no sprouts 
permitted to grow mote than three inches 
before cutting, a very large proportion of the 
roots will die in 'A u g u st, 
The roots of the 
grass will feed on the decayed roots of the 
bushes, and the grass will grow so thick that, 
w ith a very little assistance, all of the bushes 
will be killed out. 
The labor of thus 
KILLING THE BC8HES 
is not very grout, if the work he faithfully 
done at the proper time; 
only a few days’ 
neglect in Ju n e will double the labor. 
The 
secret is in cutting the sprouts close, aud not 


permitting them to grow but a few inches be­ 
fore cutting. 
The root of a bush cannot live 
long in the growing season witliout a top. an d 
the more grass thero is to cover the ground the 
less chance there is for the bushes to sprout. 
No doubt the cheapest aud best way to im­ 
prove 
pasture 
land, 
whether 
rocky 
or 
otherwise, would he to pasture xvi th sheep, 
and feed them with cottou-seed meal, 
if 
it 
was not for the dogs. 
If the hushes be first 
cut and then pastured so hard with sheep th a t 
thev require to be fed, they will soon kill out 
the briers’and Pushes; and if the feed be cot- 
ton-seed meal, the land comesjup verv rapidly. 
W e trust the time is coining when the sheep 
will he protect#!! from injury by dogs. 
F arm ­ 
ers who are so situated that they can keep 
a dozen or more pigs, can reclaim the roughest 
pasture' by enclosing it in lial.f-acre lots and 
turning in a dozen pigs in each lot 
A single 
season will be sufficient to kill the bushes, if 
the corn bo well scattered over the ground. 
But there are only a few farmers that are so 
situated that they can reclaim their pastures 
in this way.—[The Ploughm an.

“Yes,” he said, with a sigh, “ I have some little 
experience on the stag e —th a t Is, the American 
stage, and, although my line of business was th at 
of a low comedian, I have witnessed one or two 
scenes of tragedy, as well as comedy, enacted off 
the stage th a t m ight prove interesting. 
Let me 
sec," he continued; “yes, it was one m orning in 
September, 1871), th at I

The primo tenore of th e company, who. a 
short time ago, was interested in the production 
of several Friday evening concerts in San F ran­ 
cisco. proved, while possessing voice and artistic 
culture, to be w hat we call ‘very alow study,’ 
and 
the consequence was th a t ho and 
Mr. 
Gilbert 
did 
not 
pull very 
well 
together. 
D uring the second week or the ‘Pirates,’ 
hav­ 
ing in 
the m eantim e been 
selected by Mr. 
Sullivan to personate the role of the ‘Sergeant,’ I 
was sitting atone in the green-rooui one evening, 
while tile second act was on, when I beard, 
through the open door, toe first tenor exclaim, 
‘You and your company can go to t ile 
as fur 
as I am concerned!’ 
I started towards the door, 
and was met by Mr. Gilbert, walking very fast

SOLA R P R IN T IN G . 


A N ew M ethod mf R eproducing Outline 
D r a w i n t i by the AKI of the Sun. 
[.Philadelphia Times.] 
The 
Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company 
bas 
adopted a process of copying plans and outlines 
so simple and yet so effective as to have an im­ 
portant bearing on all tbe m ethods of engraving, 
lithographing, photography and even drawing as 
at present conducted. 
It is what is known as tile 
“ blue print process,” aud is a sort of easy pho­ 
tography, by means of winch a mere child may 
copy, in the most perfect and exact manner, any 
object whatever, the lines of 
which eau be 
embraced 
in 
the 
dimensions 
of 
a 
large 
pane of window glass, for instance. 
Larger 
outlines can be copied, Gut require more care and 
a little more apparatus. 
A piece of pure, uu- 
tinted paper is taken and made “ sensitive” by a 
chemical wash, consisting of I Ai ounces of red 
prussiate of potash and 1% ounces of citric iron 
arid ammonia, dissolved in sixteen ounces 
of 
water. This, wheu applied to tue paper in a dark 
closet by means of a broad cloth-brush, gives a 
peculiar rich, glistening, yellow surface. 
This 
paper when dry is ready for printing, 
lf at this 
stage a lern leaf is taken or a lew spravs of 
grass 
or a feather or any drawing executed 
on 
translucent material, 
such as onion-skin 
paper, 
it 
may 
be 
perfectly 
copied 
in 
every minute 
detail 
within 
the 
space of 
four or five minutes. The object is simply laid on 
the paper and a piece of glass p u t over it to hold 
it in position and then exposed to the meridian 
sun. The yellow paper then turns rapidly to a 
dull blue, then to a light gray, whereupon, at the 
e x p ia tio n ot about three minutes, it is with­ 
drawn. 
But one thine remains to be done; tbe 
sensitive paper is given a bath in pure water and 
instantly a perfect copy of the fern loaf, grass or 
draw ing appears on tile idue surface of the paper, 
in white, as if traced bv band. 
The philosophy 
of the process Is th at tho black lines of the 
drawing or the filaments of the grass or fern are 
opaque, and consequently refuse adm ittance to 
the light, which operates upon the open, sensitive 
spaces, causing them to undergo a chemical 
change. As utilized by railroads, iron companies, 
shipbuilders and architects and artists, however, 
In multiplying their many maps and p i a 9 and 
even circular letters, the process being a little 
more complicated. 
Instead ol merely placing the 
design to lie printed over the sensitive sheet aud 
leaving tile rest to the light, large glass frames, 
witli wooden lids, are used, inside of which the 
draw ing is placed, face downward, and covered 
with tile sensitive paper. 
The frame is then re­ 
versed, leaving tho plan exposed to the light. 
A 
full bright sun is not absolutely requisite, but a 
longer time is required for exposure on a cloudy 
day. 'I here is one photographic firm th a t uses the 
electric light entirely and prints by night as well 
as by day. 
A step further has been made also iu 
producing a white background with blue lines.

HOUSE-TOPS. 


Possible Eyries of Comfort and 
Pleasure. 


Roofs of the Tropics and Aerial 
Gardens of Antiquity. 


W h im sica l T h eo ries an d A n a lo g ie s 
- E ra o f M arb le an d S ton e T op s. 


A gentleman who is something of a cosmopoli­ 
tan having seen life in almost every latitude, and 
grown familiar with the customs of many people, 
was adm iring the other day the view of Huston, 
its harbor and suburbs, from the cupola of tho 
State House. 
“ It has often occurred to m e,” he remarked, 
tu rn in g to a journalistic friend a t his side, “ that 
in these northern countries we are extraordinari­ 
ly indifferent to tbe picturesque iii our mode of 
life. 
Our public gardens yonder are tn the 
height of their sum m er glory of foliage and 
flower, 
and 
yet 
they are almost deserted. 
And 
what 
an 
insignificant 
proportion 
of 
the denizens of Boston can take the trouble to 
gaze upon this magnificent panoram a about us. 
I don’t intim ate th a t they should toil up the 
winding stair of this or any other lofty outlook. 
There are hundreds of private house-tops in this 
vicinity from which an excellent and extensive 
view can be obtained, and in other parts of the 
city similar advantages might be enjoyed, though 
to a less extent. 
You observe th a t several of the 
houses hereabouts have a small enclosure on the 
roof, which seems to bo approachable by a skylight, 
but it is probably very rarely th a t anybody, other 
th an toe janitors, housekeepers and servants, 
ever get up there. 
I am of the opinion th at the 
housetops of Modern Athens ought to be devoted 
to something more attractive than flapping laun­ 
dry aud stacks ot telegraphic wires.” 
“ W hat would you recom m end?” inquired th e 
reporter. 
“ Well, I fail to see why in those sultry summer 
days thev m ight not be made, a t a trifling ex­ 
pense, veritable 
little eyries of comfort and 
pleasure, Tills would bo merely an im portation 
of the custom of some parts of the tropics. 
In­ 
deed, it would be quite possible to arrange a 
tittle 
R e s o r t Am ong the Chimney.. 
Many of the roofs, you observe, are flat or nearly 
so, and they could easily be made as level as 
m ight be desired for croquet or any snob diver­ 
sion. 
Perhaps tho proper way would be to spread 
over the roftf a large, rough tapestry, of a texture 
th a t 
would 
not 
be injured by the summer 
showers th a t m ight occur. 
On 
tnis wickets 
and 
stakes could 
be set and 
a peat 
wire 
net-work, 
supported 
by 
ornam ental 
nickel 
posts, 
if 
you please, would 
serve to keep 
the balls from rolling off. 
Rustic seats and ham ­ 
mocks, of course, should be disposed conven­ 
iently about. 
Ktinniug vines s ad ivies m ight ba 
trained by the chimneys, so as to ludo the brick 
and m ortar work with a mantle of green. 
Urns 
of flowers and potted exotics would by no m ean. 
be out of place. 
Over all these arrangement# con­ 
ceive a fancy awning, throwing a gratetul shade, 
and you have a unique aerial lawu, which would 
afford no small num ber of pleasant afternoons 
and evenings to tho stay-at-homes; for myself I 
should prefer to be of tip in, all things considered, 
to form ing a part of the herd in cramped quarters 
at the springs, seaside or mountains.” 
“ It would assuredly be a novelty,” said the re­ 
porter. 
« 
“ Yet such scenes are far from uncommon In 
some latitudes of the globe,” rejoined the travel­ 
ler. 
“The South American anti Eastern nations 
frequently transform their housetops Into little 
pleasure gardens and promenades, and, if my ob­ 
servation is not at fault, they manage to take 
much enjoym ent upon them .’’ 
“F la t roofs, I believe, are much more in vogue 
at the South than here at the N orth.” 
“ To be sure. 
And it must be adm itted that, 
generally speaking, gables, dormers and other 
varieties of raised roots are somewhat more orna­ 
mental. 
I d some respects they are more easily 
constructed, and as rain at once flows off and 
comparatively little snow and ice collect upon 
them, they have obvious advantages in tho vig­ 
orous winter weather. Except in the country we 
care nothing about preserving the rain-fall, so 
there is no objection to flattish rools on th at score. 
In hot climates, bv the way, particularly in the 
interior of India, the natives sometimes have a 
curious roof made in tbe Bhape of a bowl, so as to 
catch all the rainfall. 
Tbey call this a roof cis­ 
tern.” 
“ I understand th at you have made quite a study 
ot architecture,” said the reporter. 
“ The history 
of tho 
D e v e lo p m e n t o f R o o f . 
m ust be rath er interesting.” 
‘•I have found it exceedingly so. 
The ancients, 
without doubt, rn ado much more use of their 
roofs than we moderns are wont to do. House­ 
tops are frequently referred to iii Scripture and 
classical writings, whereas it is very rarely th a t 
they are mentioned in the current literature of 
today. 
Tho worthies of antiquity devoted this 
portion 
of 
their 
dwelling 
places 
to other 
than laundry purposes. The better classes were 
accustomed to furnish the housetop with some 
approach to oriental luxury, and awnings, ham­ 
mocks, divans and ham lion couches abounded. 
There they indulged in afternoon siestas aud sym­ 
posiums, and sipped the deligsous grape juice in 
the refiesbing shade. 
Many books of Eastern 
romance, as you are aware, tell of the juggler, 
and magicians and Persian dancing girls, w h o 
were wont to perform before the caliphs reclin­ 
ing luxuriously in their aerial 
bowers. 
No 
reader or Babylonian history can forget the de­ 
scription of the magnificent hanging garden of 
th a t pleasure-loving metropolis of the Persian 
plains. 
Tlie.se were, perhaps, the most extensive 
resorts of their n ature which have ever been con­ 
structed. The traditional accounts of their ex­ 
tent vary much, but all agree th a t they were a . 
near an approach to the hum an ideal of the Gar­ 
den of Eden as the skill and inventive powers of 
Persian architects and horticulturists, with in­ 
numerable unknown and enormous funds at their 
disposal, could attain. The royal fetes which were 
annually held in these 
Sm uendcd P le a su re Ground* 
were on a scale of magnificence and lavishness a . 
has only, if ever, been equalled bv modern revel­ 
lers. 'J here are various accounts of the addiction 
of tbe Roman* iii their later days of laxity to sim­ 
ilar diversions, though on a more modest scale. 
Travellers report th at among the wonderful pic­ 
tures which have been discovered, as iresh and 
vivid as wheu the colors were first applied to 
tlio walla of Pompeii, is one giving a view of a 
voluptuous moonlight dance on the roof of some 
old temple which had been rescued from the wor­ 
ship of 
tho sterner gods to be dedicated to 
Venus and the votaries of pleasure. 
Hut perhaps 
the most attractive part of this subject to a pro­ 
fessional architect are the roois of the mediaeval 
churches, 
l o this day many of them remain pre­ 
cisely as they were constructed, extremely gro­ 
tesque and fantastic, yet quaintly and grandly 
beauiiful and wonderfully enduring. 
Hut it will 
hardly do to approach the subject of cathedral 
roofs. 
It is wi llnigh inexhaustible, and scores of 
formidable technical books baya been devoted 
to it.” 
Tho connoisseur or roofs here indulged in a 
fresh Havana, and, after taking a glance at the 
top of the Bellevue tUrough his glass, resumed: 
“ it hat been said by a certain philosopher, when 
in a whimsical mood, th a t roofs are un index of 
the progress of civilization. 
In a state of bar­ 
barism man having no regular abode had no roof 
whatever other than the rocky one furnished by 
the caverns in which, perchance, he passed the 
nigiit. 
Later on be began to construct rude 
habitations, 
aud 
made 
for 
hi* 
protection 
roofs 
of 
the 
brandies 
of 
trees 
and 
then of 
tbe 
skins 
of 
animals. Gradually 
he came to use straw and mud. 
Then, 
aa 
civilization with Its improved device, aud appli­ 
ances dawned upon bim, he has come to employ 
d a y and wooden tiles; and still later on shingles, 
slate, aspnalt, zinc, tin and various com htnatlou. 
of these, appeared. Today different materials for 
this purpose are in vogue in different countries. 
Baked red tiles still hold sway in the old world. 
Slate is most In favor with us in large cities and 
wherever it can be afforded. 
In Montreat and 
other Canadian settlements zinc is used very 
largely. 
Tho change of fashion in roofs often 
enables a well-posted 
architect to determ ine 
approximately the date of construction of a 
house. 
The distinction between tbe old and 
modern houses in this State is quite marked. 
Whenever, for instance, you see a gambrel roof 
on an old houso you may rest assured that it was 
not built many years after the Revolution.” 
At this point the reporter removed his hat in 
order to enjoy the freshening breeze from th® 
bay, aud at the same tune facilitate the acquisi­ 
tion of so much erudition. “ Ob, excuse me,’’ said, 
the 
Philosopher of the Houae-Tops. 
“ But there is a curious analogy between hats and 
roofs, to which I would call your attention. W heu 
a man, historically speaking, has been without 
one ho has generally been wituout the other. 'I he 
plume ot the Indian consorts well with tbe wig­ 
wam. 'I he wide straw head protector pot in aa 
appearance about the same time as the straw 
roof. 
Between a turban and the roof of a mosque 
there is a striking similarity of outline aud de­ 
sign. A fauciiu) resemblance holds as well between 
a mansard roof and a Frenchm an’s dress chapeau. 
Foit, Indeed, had been used for hats but a short 
time when Am ricau innovation put it upon 
houne-tops as well.” 
“ Is there not one im portant point,” asked th® 
reporter, “in which this curious analogy does not 
hold? I look upon tile roofs of the hest section of 
tile city, and, so far as want of comeliness is con­ 
cerned, they don’t differ much from tbe roofs of 
the cheap tenem ents of Portland street. 
And 
widle the ti at of a denizen from the latter often 
bears a resemblance, as Howells nuts it, to a half- 
shut accordeon, th at of a gentleman from the 
Back Bay is generally burnished and glossy and 
faultless in symmetry.” 
“ But m at weakness in the analogy is destined 
to be merely temporary,” said the” gentleman. 
“ The era is approaching when men will be as par­ 
ticular about the appearance of tbe tops of their 
houses as they arn uow of the tops of their silk 
hats, aud for much the same reason. 
The advent 
of air-ships and balloons as popular modes of 
conveyance will bring all this to pass. 
When 
aerial barouches, witli neat, airy baskets, become 
practicaido ana fashionable, tile custom will nat­ 
urally be, when calling on a friend, to alight on 
the roof instead of at tile street door. 
Then the 
house-tops will no longer bo an obscure portion of 
tbe domicile as thev are at present. Then will 
marble and brown-stone tops, as well as fronts, be 
regarded as the outward evidence of gentility aud 
wealth.”

Tills court, was 
opened iii Salem in the month of Ju n e, 1692. 
A lter the condemnation of Bridget Bishop, the 
first victim, the court took a recess and con­ 
sulted the ministers of Boston, who earnestly 
recommended th at the proceedings should be 
vigorously carried on.” 
All this was known to tbe gallant Hepworth 
and most strenuous efforts were made by him­ 
self and friends to relieve tho victims of perse­ 
cution in Salem jail. 
The clergy, physicians and m agistrates were 
united, while the unbelievers either fled or suf­ 
fered death. On Ju n e 29 the courts would reas­ 
semble and no time contd he lost.

AN INDICATION OF LUNAR LIFE. 


A D e l a w a r e A s t r o n o m e r D is c o v e rs T h a i 
lite M oon l i n s mn A tm o s p h e r e . 
A Delaware astronomer, says the Philadelphia 
Record, has Jnst made an extraordi.iarvdiscovcry 
on the moon’* surface, which is likely to create a 
sensation in the scientific world, and, Soto speak, 
destroy a few well-set theories in regard to tnafi 
terra incognita. On the 19th or last May the 
gentleman in question, Mr. J. G. Jackson of 
Hockessin, Dei., who has for years been a close 
observer 
of 
celestial 
phenomena, 
found in 
looking at the new moon th a t a white mist 
was floating over a portion of what is known aa 
tho mare crlsluui, a group of volcanic formations 
well known to astronomers. 
To tbe practised eye 
such a discovery could not fail to be exceedingly 
interesting, iii fact little Ie** than .startling. 
F o r 
un bour Mr. Jackson kept hts telescope upon tho 
spot, marking out clearly a large cloud of vapor 
rising several hundred feet alleve the promon- 
tornim agaruro, which is at the base of tbe m ara 
crlSlum. Owing to tne tact that the term inator 
had moved over beyond tho m are crisluro Mr. 
Jackson was unable to witness the phenomenon 
on the following night. 
He said nothing a t th e 
time, fearing th at ho m ight have made a mistake, 
hut ho 


W a ite d I ’lU le n tly f o r th e N e x t N e w M o o n , 
which occurred on J u n e 17. 
At this trial he was 
baffled on account of 
the cloudiness of tb s 
weather. 
On last Sunday, however, all of tho 
conditions were favorable, and be watched eager­ 
ly to test the correctness of his original observa­ 
tion. Sure enough, the feathery mist was m ere 
again, on the westerly edge of the mare crisiuiu 
against the nroiuoutoniim agaruro os he had seen 
it on May 19. He watched It s ta i n until the moon 
had gone down in tho west, and was fully con­ 
firmed of the ex tent and I mportance of tbe phenoin • 
enon as affecting existing theories regarding the 
physical condition of the moon und her atm os­ 
phere. 
Ills notion is th at this cloud forms b r 
volcanic action during the lunar nigpt of every 
month, and can only be seen for one particular 
evening, at shout forty-eight hour* after conjunc­ 
tion (new moon), ju st as the ray* of the m orning 
sun, in rising over th* mountains of the proroou- 
to n u m agaruro, become sufficient to illuminate 
the mist, but not yet intense enough to dispel or 
evaporate it. The fact th at the moon is then hut 
a slenuer crescent, generally low in the I1-40 r," 
our horizon, seen hut an hour or to ber. ire s e t t i n g 
Mr. Jackson think* must bo the only mason why 
it has not been oftener witnessed. The 
I m p o r ta n c e o f th e D is c o v e r ? 
consists in th at it establishes a fair premise for 
believing th at tbe theory that (he moon is a dead 
world is incorrect, and woald appear to ghow, 
what has for years been denied by nearly all 
astronomer*, th a t the moon ha* an atmosphere. 
On Thursday night last-'Mr. Jackson claims tn a t 
he made another discovery in connection with this 
wonderful cloud. 
He distinctly saw at the apex 
of tne promontorimn agarum, above which tho 
cloud bas been seen, three volcanic 
craters, 
w atch 
have 
never 
before 
been 
discovered 
by astronomers, and he thinks th at the cloud 
is produced by the bursting of volcanic Ares, 
which opened these 
new craters, 
thus 
fur­ 
ther tending to establish the theory of physical 
life en tho moon. 
Mr. Jackson says th a t .-bon 
tbe great telescopes of tho world are directed 
toward investigating this startling phenomenon 
lie has no doubt th at discoveries of incalculable 
importance will he made, which may levolntiou- 
ize some of our present theories as to the physical 
condition of the earth’s satellite. 
Mr. Jackson 
is a most carefal and painstaking scholar, and 
has been an astronomer for nearly halt acentury. 
Thirty years ago he calculated exactly the transit 
of Venus which occurred in 1874, and has been 
a close student of celestial phenomena ever since, 
He was four years ago nominated for Congree* 
and ran against Colonel Martin, the present 
member from Delaware. 


V e r y Did B c d H a ir .

A red oak tree, witn a base diam eter of at least 
three and one-half feet, was recently out from 
the farm of 8am Evans, near Bethel, and sawed 
into lumber. 
While oue of the planks was being' 
unloaded at J. B. Tipton’s shop, Dauiel Evans ob­ 
served what be thought to he a knot in It, aul! 
began to pick at it with his knife. 
The s u p p o s e 
knot proved to be a perfectly sound dogwood 
peg, which, when removed, revealed a lock of 
red hair. The hole bad been bored about Ave feet 
from the ground with a three-inch auger, the lock 
of hair placed in It, and tne pin driven in aud 
nicely smoothed oft. 
From the outer end of the 
pin—when the tree In its even pace with time 
bad closed over it—to the bark wer* counted 216 
growths, not including tne sap, which is supposed 
to represent about tweuty-Ave years in tbe life of 
tbe tree. Each one of these 215 represents a 
year. 
Adding this sap growth of twenty-flve 
years, and we have almost positive and indisputa­ 
ble evidence th at th at lock of red hair was placed 
in th a t red oak tree at least 240 years ago.

And we will prove to our neighbor’s satisfac­ 
tion th at its position is untenable. 
In the first place the bill originated in the 
House. 
The H ouse has a good working ma­ 
jority of Republicans, thanks to the industry 
of Robeson, K nifer & Co., who ousted nearly 
half a score of D em ocratic m em bers to make 
room for R epublicans who were never elected 
by the people. 
Tho com m ittee 
on 
com­ 
merce, 
which reported 
tho 
m easure, con­ 
sists of 
fifteen 
m em bers, ten 
of 
whom 
are R epublicans and five Dem ocrats. 
I f it 
were not a R epublican m easure it would 
never have been reported, and, having been 
reported, it would never have been passed. 
The Republicans of the H ouse are responsible, 
therefore, for this, as for every other hill th at 
ha* been passed, and the Jo u rn al knows it as 
well as anybody else. 
In the second place, when the President 
wrote his veto m essage ho sent it to the H ouse 
of Representatives, where the bill had origin­ 
ated. 
If his own party w anted to stand by tho 
message it could have done so, because it had 
a working m ajority. 
T he Jo u rn al will not 
claim th at a m inority party can pass a bill 
over an executive veto by a two-thirds m a­ 
jority. 
In tho third place, if tho H ouse had not 
passed tho bill over the veto, it would never 
have gone to the Senate, because the Senate 
would have no official know ledge of the veto. 
The Senate did not originate the bill, and the 
P resident would never have inform ed that 
body of his disapproval of its provisions. The 
House, therefore, was responsible originally 
for the fram ing of the bill, and subsequently 
for the setting aside of the veto. 
The Repub­ 
licans control the House, and therefore the 
Republicans are fully responsible for this 
gigantic sw indle on the taxpayers of tho coun­ 
try. 
Now let us look at the votes cast to over­ 
ride the veto, and see whoro they cam e from . 
There wero 181 m em bers present in the House 
wheu the Dill was finally passed. 
F o r the 
passage over the veto 122 votes were cast, and 
against it 59. 
Of the 122 affirm ative votes 
72 were R epublicans, including four Grcen- 
backers who have steadily voted w ith the 
m ajority, and two R eadjusters who are also 
fairly rated as R epublicans. 
F ifty Dem ocrats 
supported the m easure, m any (ft them doubtless 
being influenced by local interests, and some 
by a desire to em barrass the adm inistration—a 
legitim ate consideration for members of the 
opposition 
party. 
The Southern members 
were desirous of having au appropriation for 
tile im provem ent of the M ississippi, and they 
voted generally w ith th at object in view. 
The N orthern A tlantic Stutos gave twenty- 
six votes for the bill, and of these twenty-one 
were Republican and five Dem ocratic, as fol­ 
lows: New York gave three R epublican and 
one Dem ocratic, P ennsylvania seven R epub­ 
lican and one D em ocratic,N ew Jersey two Re­ 
publican and two Dem ocratic, M assachusetts 
six Republican, Connecticut two Republican 
aud one Dem ocratic, Rbode Island one Re­ 
publican. 
From the great N orthw estern and W estern 
States the bill got thirty-seven supporters, of 
whom thirty-six were Republicans and one a 
Dem ocrat. 
They 
were divided as follows: 
Ohio gave seven Republican votes, Indiana 
three Republican, Illinois seven Republican, 
M ichigan eight Republican, W isconsin four 
Republican and one Dem ocratic, M innesota 
three 
Republican, 
Iow a 
four Republican. 
Therefore in the N orthern States—tho great 
stronghold of the Republican party—the big 
steal got sixty-three votes, of which fifty-seven 
were cast by R epublicans aud six by Dem o­ 
crats. 
It will, therefore, ba seen th at the N orthern 
States gave a m ajority for the bill, and w hile 
these States only cast six Dem ocratic votes in 
favor of its passage over tho veto, the South­ 
ern and Pacific States cast thirteen Republi­ 
can votes. 
Can there be any doubt therefore 
of tho side to which tho responsibility belongs?

DANIEL PR A T T , G. A. T. 


I t is the fate of genius to bo unappreciated, 
to w ander desolate and alone for years, soul- 
hungry and yearning for com m union w ith 
kindred spirit, and to be unanim ously m is­ 
understood by the duller clods of hum an clay. 
I Daniol Pratt, is perhaps as widely known as 


I any citizen of Jlie A thens of Am erica, yet he 
j has never been accorded the position to which 
! his genius entitles him . 
D aniel bas been 
1 popularly regarded as a crank for m any years, 
and his outpourings—oratorical and literary— 
have 
served 
but to am use tho idle and 
inconsiderate, 
while incidentally attracting 
the infrequent dime to his prevalent hat. 
Some even have not hesitated to call him 
crazy, and say th at too m uch learning hath 
made him m ad—th at his talk consists but of 
loose ends of knowledge, gathered hap-hazard 
and decked with gaudy bits of rhetoric from a 
disjointed vocabulary. T h e G l o b e is proud to 
be tho m edium through winch a tardy recogni­ 
tion of a transcendant genius is made possible. 
In another portion of the paper will be found 
an exhaustive presentation of Mr. P ra tt’s phil­ 
osophic views, taken down from his own 
lips w ith absolute accuracy by a reporter who 
accompanied him to tho Concord School of 
Philosophy, Saturday. 
In connection there­ 
with are extracts from a lecture delivered by 
Philosopher H arris, an exponent of the m eta­ 
physical m ethod in vogue amoi^g the sages of 
Concord, and we venture the opinion that Mr. 
P ra tt’s rem arks convey as m uch inform ation 
arid are fully as com prehensible as Mr. H arris’ 
lecture ou art, or any of Mr. Al colt’s Socratic 
conversations on “ the 
w indiness 
of 
the 
w hat.” 
M r. P ra tt’s object in visiting Concord was 
to find that soulful sym pathy, th a t reciprocal 
relativity 
of 
the psychical censorim u for 
which the true philosopher strives. H e sought 
congenial intercourse of m iud, com m union of 
spirit 
and consubstantiation of 
ideas, and 
what did he find? A mere “ conglom eration 
of 
disjointed, 
unsophisticated 
rubbish.” 
Ho found 
th at 
the 
Platouists of 
Con­ 
cord 
had 
not 
advanced 
as 
far 
iu 
philosophy as he had—th at they wrere ‘‘mud­ 
dled with an tiq u ity ,” and had not progressed 
a step nor found an idea th a t was not fam iliar 
to the world 20 0 0 years ago. 
Compare P ra tt 
and H arris, and we find the form er’s reason­ 
ing as clear as the la tte r’s, his points as im ­ 
portant, and bis vocabulary fully as unique and 
more understandable. 
In what, have tho Con­ 
cord philosophers any advantage over D aniel 
P ratt? H e passes the bat around. 
They 


charge fifty cents a head for the privilege of 
sitting beneath the drippings of their transcen­ 
dental wisdom diluted w ith dictionaries of 
m isapplied parts of speech. 
Ile says a m an 
should not he blamed for w hat he don’t know. 
They 
gay 
m au 
can 
know 
the 
absolute. 
Ho 
does 
not 
try 
to 
lift 
him self 
by 
the 
boot 
straps. 
They inaccurately assert th at they have per­ 
form ed that feat m etaphysically. 
Ile says 
they are shallow pretenders and distributors 
of m ental dish-water. 
They probably say ho 
is cracked. 
He is a show. 
So is the Concord 
school. 
H e sometimes talks common sense 
W e would not swear positively that they do not 
—they may talk in th eir sleep for aught we 
know H o talks for shekels and the satisfaction 
of being an object of interest to a curious 
crowd, even though tho crowd regard him as a 
crank. 
They are content to he acknowledged 
as transcendental prodigies of wisdom —at fifty 
cents per acknowledge—on the principle under­ 
lying the adm iration of a certain man for a 
law yer, of whom he said: 
“H e’s a m ighty 
sm art m an. Goddlemitey can’t understand him 
when he turns him self loose.” 
Read the interview with D aniel P ra tt and 
compare it with the lectures o t the Concord 
school, and if the latter are philosophy never 
more call Daniel P ra tt a crank. 
It' ho is no: 
forthw ith offered a conversational chair or a 
lectureship at Concord we shall reluctantly, 
but firmly, give hospitable lodgm ent to the 
opinion th a t philosophers are som etim es sub­ 
ject to fits of jealousy. 


GLADSTONE’S B A K E R ’S DOZEN. 


E ver since tho resignation of Mr. W. E. 
Forster, and bis retirem ent from tho Rritisb 
cabinet, there bas been naught bu t m isadven­ 
ture, worrim ent and perturbation of mind for 
Mr. G ladstone and his colleagues. 
Beginning 
with the assassination of Lord Cavendish a 
long list of disasters have tripped over each 
other’s heels in close pursuit of tho policy of 
the em inent old gentlem an who thinks be is 
governing the U nited K ingdom and pretty 
much all the rest of tho world. 
Tile Irish, 
who asked for bread, presum ptuously refuse 
to bo grateful for stones, and persist in em bar­ 
rassing the charitable efforts of tho old gen­ 
tlem an to fam iliarize thorn w ith the resources 
of civilization. 
The cahinot, in w hat it fondly 
believed 
to 
be 
one 
of 
its 
lucid 
inter­ 
vals, devised a plan for 
restoring 
peace 
to 
Ireland, 
which 
could 
not 
fail 
to 
accom plish 
tho 
purpose—providing 
it 
wero successful. 
Tile Irish were to be in ­ 
duced to em igrate, and in course with nobody 
left to m ake a disturbance the country would 
ho peaceful and the landlords at ease. 
B ut 
the turbulent Irish were moved by some u n ­ 
accountable spirit of perversity to spoil this 
philanthropic plan by stubbornly staying at 
hom e—a piece of ill luck which w’as unforeseen 
by the governm ent. 
'• 
Then A rabi Bey broke loose in the N ile land, 
and cast a cerulean shadow over tile usurious 
hopes of Tewfik’s 
E nglish creditors, ami 
A dm iral Seymour was ordered to clear the air 
w ith his biggest guns. 
The adm iral dis­ 
charged his duty and m ade a loud report, hu t 
by some wretched m ischance he caused the 
destruction of the property m ortgaged to Brit­ 
ish bondholders, and let loose a P andora’s box 
of evil befallings aud E gyptian plagues for 
the further confounding of the governm ent. 
W orse yet, just as Mr. G ladstone began to 
congratulate him self th at the ruins of A lex­ 
andria were in a satisfactory state of subjec­ 
tion to benevolent B ritish rule, he received 
the alarm ing intelligence th at the donkey boys 
wero m anifesting a disposition to dispute 
about fares, and ho was com pelled to instruct 
Mr. Seymour to bombard another fort. E very­ 
thing goes wrong, and the m ore Mr. G ladstone 
turns and twists the more be entangles him ­ 
self in the meshes of m isfortune th at aro 
spread about bim. 
W hile troops are being 
equipped for service in the E ast the Irishm an 
gropes grimly for his l ike. 
Clearly an evil 
spell has falleu upon Mr. G ladstone’s govern­ 
m ent, and everything has gone aw ry siuco be 
reduced his cabinet to thirteen. 
W hen thirteen m inisters sit around a table 
to tinker affairs of state they m ust expect 
nothing better than confusion to nil their 
schemes. The world w ill havo it that a baker’s 
dozen is a m athem atical m ischance. This may 
bo a mere superstition, but all the same the 
deliberations of G ladstone’s thirteen are plainly 
inspired by some m alicious im p striped the 
contrary way to all good luck, whereby much 
mischief is w rought and the prem ier brought 
to the very vergo of resignation. 
W e can see 
no hope for the m inistry except in breaking 
the uncanny spell by adding a member or 
draw ing lots to see which shall sacrifice him ­ 
self to the incensed tutelary dem on of thirteen. 


A NEW DEAL IN NEW TO RK . 


There is a cloud in the New York H alf- 
Breeds’ sky. 
A ll is not plain sailing for the 
renom ination of Cornell. 
The Governor is not 
considered the “ right m an in the right place” 
by the Stalw art adm inistration at W ashing­ 
ton. 
I t is beginning to leak out that Collector 
Robertson of the New York Custom House has 
not been perm itted to rem ain for nothing. 
Tho 
Republican 
State 
Com m ittee 
mot 
on 
W ednesday 
to 
fix the tim e and place 
for holding 
the 
State convention. 
There 
were fourteen Stalw arts aud nineteen H alf- 
Breeds present. 
A m ong tho num ber was Col­ 
lector Robertson, but w hether as a Stalw art or 
a H alf-B reed there seems to be considerable 
doubt. 
A nd this is the origin of tho cloud in 
the sky which is becom ing more and more 
overcast w ith each succeeding day. 
Tho Cor­ 
nell men w anted tile convention held at as 
early a day as possible; tho opposition desired 
delay. 
A nything after the m iddle of Sep­ 
tem ber 
would 
be 
against 
Cornell, 
and 
one of the delegates nam ed D aggett, who 
had been removed from office bv President 
A rth u r for inefficiency in Staiw artisui, moved 
th at tile convention lie called for Septem ber G. 
An anti-Cornell m an moved to substitute Die 
27th, and the war began. 
Then Collector 
Robertson thrust his hand above the horizon. 
H is appointm ent by President Garfield led to 
the resignation of Senators Comeling and P lait, 
and everybody supposed lie was a thorough 
H alf-B reed. 
To the dism ay of tho Cornell 
men ho moved th a t the convention be held on 
Septem ber 20, and his motion was adopted by 
a m ajority of five. * 
Tins action of Robertson has been the source 
of untold surprise throughout tho State. 
It 
was confidently asserted by the H alf-Breeds 
that Cornell controlled tho State Com m ittee, 
aud tho opposition cam e from a quarter wbero 
it was least expected. I t shows w hat influence 
the W ashington adm inistration can exert in 
State affairs, and it ttill encourage the Stal­ 
warts in other States than New York, It 
shows 
th at Conkling still 
has his hand 
upon 
the 
lever 
of 
New 
York 
politics, 
and 
that 
the 
very 
m an 
whose 
good 
fdrtunc was believed to have w rought Dis 
(C oukllng’s) 
ruin was subservient to 
his 
wishes. 
Collector Robertson is well aware 
that lie holds his position only by sufferance. 
H e knows th at the office of collector of cus­ 
toms at Now \ rork belongs to President A r­ 
thur, and th at tho President really w ants it 
for a more S talw art captain and his crew. 
A nd Mr. A rthur knows that the rem oval of 
Collector Robertson would not strengthen the 
S talw art cause in N ew York, 
Therefore lie 
has set about m aking it to the interest of the 
objectionable 
col lector 
to 
resign. 
Ile 
bas held up before him the governorship 
of 
New York. 
Ile 
has 
been 1 promised 
the S talw art sunoort if he w ould 
defeat 
Mr. Cornell and 
jsign the collectorship. 
To 
the P resident an i the S talw arts’ cause gener­ 
ally the custom house in New York is worth 
more than the governorship. 
I t is the presi­ 
dential convention vote in 1884 upon which 
Mr. A rth u r has bis eye. 
'W ith Ccrueli tis 
I 


governor and Robertson as collector the Stal­ 
w art chances would be slim . 
W ith Hie cus­ 
tom house wholly under his control, and R ob­ 
ertson rew arded w ith tho governorship, the 
way would be open to success. 
The Stalw arts may not carry out this pro­ 
gram m e entirely—they may be only playing 
Robertson to win their cause; but the action 
of tim com m ittee in its support of Robertson’s 
motion, coupled with the fact th at be bad been 
in consultation for soma days previous with 
leading Stalw arts, gives good color to the 
belief. 
A l any rate there is consternation 
am ong the H alf-B reeds as they see the State 
slipping from their grasp. 
They may he so 
em bittered by Collector Robertson’s treachery 
ihat they will defeat him if nom inated. I t will 
be the Dem ocratic opportunity, for they need 
not care whether the vote of the State in con­ 
vention is east for a S talw art or a H alf-Breed 
presidential nominee. 


There are some very sensible regulations in 
the P aris prisons which m ight possibly work 
well iu sim ilar institutions in this country. It 
seems th at there is some favoritism as to the 
place where a prisoner shall be sent, the pref­ 
erence being show n to those who have come 
from the higher classes, but those who are 
sent to tho Ste. Pelagic or the Santo, which is 
sim ilar to our state prisons, seem to be treated 
well. 
If the prisoner is a shoem aker or tailor, 
he will work at his own trade; if not, ho will 
bo em ployed In m aking brass chains, card­ 
board boxes, paper bags, toys, or knick-knacks 
for stroet vendors. 
B eing paid by the piece, 
he-will have every inducem ent to work bard. 
O f his earnings governm ent will retain one- 
third tow ards the expenses of his keep, one- 
third will he put aside and paid to him on bls 
discharge, while the rem aining th ird will be 
paid to him in money to enable him to buy lit­ 
tle I Henries at the prison canteen. 
The things 
purchasable at tile canteen are wino at the 
rate of a pint and a half a day, cafe au lait, 
chocolate, butter, cheese, ham , sausages, eggs, 
salad, fru it tinned m eat, biscuits, stationery, 
tobacco and snuff. 
Prisoners aro allowed to 
suioke in P arisian jails which is said to pre­ 
vent th at illicit traffic in tobacco which brings 
so m any prisoners and warders to trouble iii 
E nglish 
prisons, 
and also supplies a ready 
moaus of punishing a refractory prisoner. 


Tho “ find” of the sanitary inspectors re­ 
cently appointed in New York City, thus far. 
tallies w ith the press reports of the condition 
of tile poor in the tenom eut-house districts, 
It 
is to the credit of the H ealth Bourd th at their 
efforts for tho last few sum m ers have induced 
many poor people to keep them selves and their 
homes clean. 
B ut of course, in a rapidly-in­ 
creasing city like New York, the inspectors 
find that squalor and overcrowding still char­ 
acterize m any sections. 
I t appears th a t tho 
Italians have reform ed, and their quarter is 
now clean and com fortable. 
The Bohemians, 
on the east side of the city, turn out to ba the 
hardest to m anage of any class of the foreign 
tenem ent-house population. 
The Polish im ­ 
m igrants are the filthiest class. 
They live in 
wretched 
tenem ents, 
noted 
for 
squalor 
and overcrowding. 
In some of the bouses 
there are seventeen, tw enty and twonty-eiglit 
fam ilies, aggregating respectively 91, 7 0 and 
IOO persons. 
In these places, besides a great 
num ber of children, can be found “ boarders” 
and “lodgers.” 
W hen the board get fairly to 
work they will undoubtedly accom plish m uch 
good. 
Tho experim ent will be carefully 
w atched by other cities. 


There aTe tricky m erchants in C anada as 
well as elsewhere. 
T he latest schem e to out­ 
wit customers bas been discovered in M on­ 
treal. 
In th at city there aro some business 
m en who w ant the credit of sending good flour 
to Europe, and, it is alleged, are trying to get 
th at reputation by sending flour from the 
States, calling it C anadian. 
Some of the 
large flour dealers have for some tim e been 
suspected of changing tho heads of tho A m er­ 
ican barrels for those of barrels containing 
inferior C anadian flour, and passing through 
the customs as bonded goods the C anadian 
article, and keeping the superior Am erican 
flour disguised as the cheap Canadian article 
forborne consum ption; and ihe other day a 
cooper was detected working am ong a particu­ 
lar consignm ent, and on tho the strength of 
this it was seized. 
A bout 1800 barrels of 
flour were soized th at had been consigned to a 
prom inent firm. 
The affair created some ex­ 
citem ent w ith the firm s interested, both in 
Chicago and M ontreal, probably chiefly be­ 
cause the C anadian governm ent seems deter­ 
m ined to stop the practice. 


The irregular but rath er frequent recurrence 
ofrenibezzlem ent by bauk cashiers has led to a 
belief th at too much confidence is placed iu 
those individuals. 
This is incorrect. 
A bank 
cashier m ust be trusted; and the more im ­ 
plicitly he is trusted the better officer he can 
be. 
The error is not in tru s tin g the cashier, 
but in selecting the m an out of w hich tho 
cashier is to Le made. 
I f habits of life, mode 
of living, business connections and tran s­ 
actions wero taken into consideration when 
the directors of a hank w aut a cashier, instead 
of looking up bis social or political pedigree, 
considering his good locks and dashing m an­ 
ners, bis ability to hold his own under laws of 
fashion and the indebtedness supposed to be 
due him through others who have favored the 
bank, we should hear less of defaulting cash­ 
iers who have lost tho stolen money in fast 
living or speculation. 
There are plenty of 
strictly honest m en in 
the world — fully 
enough to supply every banking institution 
w ith an honest cashier. 


The enorm ous increase in appropriations by 
tho present Congress is not for the interest of 
the public, but to advance party am bition and 
reward tho profligates 
and 
jobbers whose 
chief duty, apart from caring for them selves, 
is to assist the R epublican party in m aintain­ 
ing its grasp on the public purse-strings. 
Do 
the people w ant to call a halt, or do they w ant 
another increase of a hundred m illions next 
year, with two years more to follow in which 
to add to the annual expense bills? 


There is a strong effort being m ade by lead­ 
ing Ohio Republicans to induce the P rohi­ 
bitionists to pool their issues with them in tho 
coming State contest. 
G overnor Foster, after 
doing all lie could to defeat the Toad bill in 
the L egislature last w inter, now thinks it is 
absolutely necessary 
that tho liquor traffic 
should bo curtailed. 
T he Ohio P rohibition­ 
ists, however, will not feel disposed to trust 
the professions of a tem perance lecturer whose 
breath sm ells of w hiskey.

Sberra <n had pushed him back to th e stron gest 
position he had yet taken, but would he lose it as 
he had lo st th e oth ers? Once beyond the K enne- 
eaw R ange, and he w ould be on the Droad fields of 
G eorgia, w here a etand-up tight 
w as certain 
d estru ction . 
The g overn m en t at R ichm ond 
had becom e 
alarm ed. 
Sherm an’s in vasion had at first been 
treated as a f.ttce. 
L ater on It w as adm itted that 
h e m igh t penetrate far en ou gh in to th e State to 
do som e dam age.

Some Experiences of a Veteran 
Blubber-Hunter. 


In the Whale’s Mouth—The Fish 
Which Towed a Ship. 


A stray U pon tho D eep -A ssista n ce 
From a Sw ordfish. 


A correspondent o f th e Brooklyn E agle, in 
search of en terta in m en t 'and in form ation, ap­ 
pears to have lately v isited N ew B edford, and 
w rites hom e a t len gth con cern in g an in terview 
w ith “ C aptain G eorge Fapundlck of the w onting 
bark E leanor, ju st a rrived .” 
E x tra cts from a 
co llectio n of tea yarns are m ade below , in w hich 
C aptain G eorge is set forth as so m eth in g of a 
rom ancer: 
W hile in la titu d e 68 d egrees, tw en ty m inutes 
north, Captain B oorga said he fell in w ith a large 
sch ool ^f w hales, n eith er tee nor land being in 
sig h t, 
The order to low er aw ay m e boats was 
im m ediately giv en , and six boats started in pur­ 
suit. 
Oue of tlie.se, a lter g e ttin g out o f sig h t of 
the sh ip , got an Iron in to a big (enow , and later 
on in tile day w hen Hie slo p hove in sig h t, 
several other boats g o t irons Into him also.

all six bouts lashed to 16uO fathom s o f line, and 
resisted ail attem p ts to kill him by ad roitly diving 
w henever a boat approached.

capstan and the tow’ sails were low ered.

Tile 
n ex t day tw o new lines w ere m ade la st to the 
sam e w nale and b rou ght aboard.

he at lea st tw o ana a h a lf k n ots per hour.

moral cleanliness—there can bo no doubt but 
th a t tills enlarges and strengthens a woman’s 
n ature, gives her much added charm, aud in ­ 
creases hor family and social Influence, and, In 
widening lier circle of interest, adds largely to lier 
ability forentcrtaining others or enj lying herself. 
How much pleasanter is the family circle, (mw 
much more enjoyable either for its own members 
or for those who chance to enter it fo r a season, 
is th at one iii which wire and daughters can join 
understandingly in the conversation, add sparkle 
of wit, grace of humor or se timent, or intelli­ 
gent comment, whether the talk is upon the com­ 
monest of every-dav affairs or drifts upon ques­ 
tions of public moment or international impor­ 
tance, than the one in which the feminine portion 
relapses into silence when the conversation turns 
upon subjects outside of their immediate and 
narrow circle of interests. 
Tho woman who 
knows and understands the actions of Congress, 
the lines of polfcv th at tho political parties fol­ 
low, the im portant questions th a t engage the at­ 
tention of foreign governments, Hie I rend of 
great social and educational movements, will 
always be more interesting wherever she may be 
placed than she who knows nothing outside of 
the Immediate interests of her family circle or 
the privato affairs of trieuds and neighbors.

often among even 
well-educated wptufn, and 
especially \o n n g women, there wilr ira found a 
lack of interest in public questions. 
They will 
say they do not understand those .things, and 
perhaps add th a t they do not care about them. 
They may be, and doubtless are, it they are 
young women and well educated, deeply in­ 
terested 
in 
questions 
or 
Roman 
his­ 
tory ann Greek literature, and peril ins can dis­ 
course fluently about the descent of the northern 
barbarians, or ev-n can tell all about so late oc­ 
currences as the sufferings of 
the Pilgrims. 
But touch tho recent acts of Congress, the im­ 
portant fa c t' in tlie recent history of any or the 
States, the progress of ideas upon questions of 
deep social import, and their ignorance will lie 
found to he something astonishing for a country 
whose newspapers excel and outnu tuber those of 
any other country. 
The lack of knowledge upon questions of public 
mom ent aud tho luck of interest in those ques­ 
tions among American women, although they are 
usually said to be the best informed of the women 
of any nation, are strange and deplorable. 
There 
is n o ’ necessity why it should be so. and every 
reason why it should be otherwise. 
Tho woman, 
whether young or old, who informs herself about 
all thoso tliiugs which occupy th e attention of 
tho outside world, who reads and thinks concern­ 
ing them until she is able to form intelligent opin­ 
ions and to give a reason for the faith th at is in 
her, will find that her horizon widens, and th at 
her life is larger, frier, better tor toe new inter­ 
ests and the new sympathies. Things will take on 
a changed look as she comes up ami out of the old 
circle of iuteiests, and she will feel herself and 
her destiny closely bound to all the moaning* and 
tho influences of the race. Life will mean vastly 
more to tier after she has come to feel the pulse 
of sympathy with all peoples beating in her veins 
and lier beal t bounding in quick response to all 
questions of 
tru th and 
justice aud 
moral 
force, 
lf she is a mother, and would be nil th at 
she ought to her children, and would retain their 
respect, deference and reverence as they grow up, 
It is imperative th at she should under.-taud the 
currents of thtf time and have knowledge exten­ 
sive aud thorough of all public questions. 
She 
cannot afford to lose one iota of the love and con­ 
fidence of these young souls and of her influence 
over 
them 
which 
it 
is 
iii 
ber 
power 
to 
have. 
If she can answer their many questions, 
d ire c fth e ir reading upon subjects of cotempo­ 
rary interest, converse with them upon those m at­ 
ters th a t are constantly moving before the public 
eye, she can have an incalculable influence In 
directing their thoughts and their lives which 
she would uot otherwise be aine to retain after 
they have come to be interested in these affairs.

Vt hen Hie dark blue Presses are trimmed 
handsomely with braid they look like tailor­ 
made cloth costumes, liercu es braid four inches 
wide is put on tile skirt and over-suirt of some 
stylish blue costumes, aud all heavy pleatings are 
then dispensed with. 
On other dresses Is a row 
of basket-woven braid two inches wide, with two 
narrow rows atiove it. Tho trefoil or military 
bauds on the flout of tho jacket are now so com­ 
mon that wheels or circles or plaques are used in­ 
stead. aud these are repeated in larger sizes on 
tile sk in and drapery; thus tan-colored and ecru 
flannels have brown circles braided in double 
rows of seal brown soutache, each circle being 
three inches in diameter. 
“ Large, wide-brimmed straw hats of tho color 
of tho dress, or else white or black, with pompons 
and ostrich plumes of the prevailing color of the 
costume, are worn for 'hade. 
White and colored 
mull scarfs of full foins, and the India scarfs or 
white, with red or blue st ripen ends, so popular 
on English hats, are also likaal for trimming.

gray wrap such as an India red or light blue 
chuddah shawl, or a striped India long shawl, 
gives a pretty touch of color to tne darkest moun­ 
tain dresses, and should lie at hand for walking, 
driving, or the piazza. 
Large suu umbrellas of 
change ible Venetian silks are seen at some of the 
fashionable m ountain resorts, hut the more sen­ 
sible plan is to use the Turkey red or indigo blue 
cotton parasol th a t is not injured by sun or 
shower, and th at is provided with an alpenstock 
with spiked ends. Those should bo without orn a­ 
ments, as they, like the mull-tnmiued round hats, 
are decorated with fresh natural flowers— the 
daisies, clematis, 
water-lilies, 
or

found in the daily excursions.” 


O r a t e s la S lim m e r . 
The question of w hat to do with the grate d u r­ 
ing the warm weather Is often a puzzling one. 
But there are numerous ways by which its gaping 
ugliness can be transform ed into an effective 
ornament. One of the prettiest ways for filling 
the grate is to have made at the tin m an ’s a pan 
about three niches in depth, and fitting loosely 
into the opening, resting of course on the bottom 
bars. 
Fill tills with a mixture of wood, earth, 
land and garuen soil. Select healthy, well-grown 
terns, both native 
aud foreign, 
planting in 
;be pan as 
closely 
as 
po-sible, 
the larger, 
loarser 
vaiieties 
at 
the 
back, 
and 
Suer 
sorts 
in 
the 
front. 
Climbing ferns 
m d lycopodium, with its tender branches, are 
rely elf eccl ye. 
Do not sprinkle It at nil in-uoors, 
auf once a week remove the pan aud give tho 
plants a thorough washing and soaking, giving 
;hem the light .md air, but not full sunshine, for 
I few bouts, 
lf very dry, a little water may lie 
poured on the roots during tho w ek. 
Dried 
ferns may he arranged in a similar pan ti led with 
dry sand; if they have been carefully pressed to 
retain their color, the effect is very good, but not 
equal to the growing plants. F o r the highly ms- 
thetic, in whose eyes the charms of the sunflower 
have not begun to pall, are huge ones cut 
from 
browu 
paper. 
Cut 
a 
pasteboard 
back either to set inside tho 
grata or to 
Btand against the front. Cover with ordinary 
browu paper, and till with one huge flower, h av­ 
ing the centre as large as a dinner plate. 
The 
petals are of yellow, stiffened with wire at the 
edges th at they may stand out well. 
Fill the 
coiners with green leaves or crimped paper. 
Another style is a board covered with peacock 
plush, on which smaller sunflowers are grouped 
according to fancy. 
A bud or two at the centre 
tills very well, and. tho whole may be tacked on 
across the stalks, or appliqued with silk and 
crewel the color of flower and stalk. 
It is only 
the outer petals th a t are fastened,and the stitches 
should go the length of the petal, and not bo 
tightly drawn. 
Great yellow ox-eved daisies with 
stems and a few leaves at the base of a plush- 
covered board 
are 
novel; havo 
them close 
together and extending half way up. Common 
brown paper, stiff and heavy, serves as a back­ 
ground on which both sunflowers and daisies can 
be painted in oil*, giving a broad effect to the 
flowers, and keeping leaves and stems subordi­ 
nate. The lox-gioves, both pink aud white, are 


good subjects: so are the ma lows. A pa-teboird 
box, ma e to fit inside the grate, a trifle higher 
back than front, cun be covered with th - rough 
bark of the birch, found in such qu intities among 
the mountains, especially tho 
Catskills. 
Tho 
stripes are as large as can conveniently be ob­ 
tained, end tacked ou vertically. 
Any lichens or 
mosses gathered from old wayside fences or de­ 
caying trees answer equally well. 
When set iu 
place and filled with dry sand, arrange great 
masses of bloom from the mist-tree, gathere d be­ 
fore it loses Its greenish tinge and becomes too 
gray. 
T h e D iv id e d S k i r t A g a i n , 
The Hour quite recently spoke at length on the 
subject of the divided skirt, describing it and 
pointing out how it m ight 
remedy many of 
the evils and inconveniences of tile present style 
of dress.

for the first, the awkwardness of being unable

description the exchange gives of how tile table 
is made; it can be imagined over again iii various 
form s: A table for the parlor which is tho fancy 
of the hour, and winch is pretty enough to be 
popular for a long time, and to be more tnan a 
passing fancy, Is mado of any kind of well- 
seasoned wood. It may have a square or diamond- 
shaped top; it has round legs, put on at eacli cor­ 
ner; there are braces also th at po from one leg to 
the other, 
a beautiful covering for one is dark 
green velvet; this is tacked down on the under 
side. If economy is no obj ct pretty silver clasps 
can be put on at each corner. The legs are wound 
with alternate bands of the velvet aDd of cardinal 
satin ribbon; the ribbon is tied in a bow at each 
corner; the braces are bound with tile velvot 
abrne; the wood of which the table is made is 
nowhere exposed to view. This is a handsome 
table to stand in a bay window and to hold a 
small piece of statuary.

PHANTOM PURCHASES. 


Deluded Investors in Marthas 
Vineyard Lands, 


Some of Which Sold at a Profit 
of 600,000 Per Cent. 


G reat E x p ecta tio n s 
E a se d 
U pon 
H u g e M isrep resen ta tio n s. 


About a dozen years ago such were the high 
prices of cottage lots at Oak Bluffs and vicinity, 
owing to the influx of visitors and tile rapidity 
with which cottages and hotels were erected, that 
largo tracts of land in the vicinity aud on other 
eligible parts of the Vineyard cither exchanged 
hands at what seemed reasonable, tint really st ex­ 
travagant prieos, cr were retained by the original 
proprietors, aud laid 
off ■ and staked o u t in 
cottage lots of a few rods in size. 
Speculators 
were, of cont c, ready to avail themselves of the 
opportunities offered bv this feveiish state of 
things, and to take advantage of the credulity 
of those unknowing ones who were inoculated 
with tho spirit of the times. 
About eight years 
since several tracts of land were purchased of 
Vineyard people by a Boston party, or Boston 
particflf'auu these lands, which were all situated 
iu the cen ire of the island, an a about six miles from 
Oak Bluffs, were represented on elaborate plans, 
in wbleli they were each designated as being tile 
property OI a comp m y,whir., wore entered a t toe 
office of the registrar of d-eds as follows: Tho 
“ \ meyard Improvement Company" on October I, 
1874; the ” I Ubury Improvem ent Company" in ,\o- 
vembor ot the same v, ar; "Old Colony L lid Com­ 
pany” in December; tim “ N arragansett Land Com­ 
pany” in the nexi March; tho “ Oakland Grove” 
on the I Tin of I he next September, and "Glen­ 
wood” on May 22,1870. Tho last two named plans 
were entered by one Wells and the first tour by a 
gentlem an named Smith, which name is Indefinite 
enough for anything. 
Tile lands which these 
nlaiis represent arc 
situated in the town of 
1'ishsiry, aro covered with scrub oaks and are m>w 
and have bren deemed absolutely worthless, the 
greater part of them having been taxed at iii an 
acre previous to their purchase, and they had 
N e v e r Heeii o f A n y G r a d i e n t V a l u e 
to their owners. 
They aro several tailcB distant 
from salt water, aud not even a cow pond is 
situated on them. 
The plans represent the laud 
as divided into lots containing 5000 square feet, 
most of them, which vary in num ber from tho 
“ Old Colony Land Company,” which is said to 
contain over 1000 lots,' .loan to tho “ Tisbury 
Improvem ent Company,” with only 441. They 
are also divided, on Hic maps, by streets and 
avenues, and places called parks are m arked 
off. 
8ome of the names which are chosen would 
be more appropriate, perhaps, if they represented 
any reality such as “ Tisbury,” “ Central” and 
“ Vineyard ’ in the Vineyard Im provem ent Com­ 
pany. 
Others are not so good, but nos glaringly 
inapplicable as some, even stately Madison being 
ustd to designate a fictitious avenue on scrub oak 
land, which, in reality, lias never been laid out. 
Another curiously out-of-the-way name is Belle­ 
vue, winch graces tho iii p ot tho Tisbury Im­ 
provem ent Company, thong ii there is certainly 
not the least sign of a beautiful view in th at 
vicinity. 
One of tho avenues of the Old Colony 
Land Company” is marked “ \V« aloyau,” though 
used in a rather nn-.Methodiscic Cause. But by far 
ttio most inappropriate names wcre.vlopted for 
the “ Glenwood” and “OaklandGrove" plans,such 
as “ W alnut,” “Elmwood,” “ Alpine,” “ H ighland,” 
“ Maplewood,” 
“ Chestnut,” ••Beach,” “ Cedar,” 
“ Spruce,” 
“ Cherry,” 
and 
so 
ou 
to 
the end. 
New, to tho Vineyarder, whether native 
or sum m er resident, this would seem to bo a little 
delicate or, otherwise, sarcasm upon tills uniro 
quente I part of his favorite home, tor It is a no­ 
torious taet th a t nothing but the worthless scrub 
oak, as we have said, flourishes upon these plains, 
and he is so tired of tne I.are idea of this indiue- 
nous grow th th at to hint at walnuts, maples, 
chestnuts, cedars, beeches and mount,®!! heights 
Sierras H u t t o M e r it I l l s M i s e r y . 
Inaccuracy is ihow n in the outlines of these 
last-mentioned maps, also as while “ Oakland 
Grove" and “ Glenwood” aro represented as ad 
jacent, 
several 
uames of 
tq^ 
avenues are 
repeated 
in 
them, 
although 
iii 
no 
case 
do 
they 
intersect, 
and 
they 
aro 
separ­ 
ated 
by 
another 
avenue. 
Tho greater part 
of the lots laid out on these various plans were 
conveyed by the company to some other party for 
JU 
“ and 
in 
exchange 
for 
other 
property," 
other 
property 
boing harnesses, 
wa'ches, or anything of value which could be 
obtained lur something of no intrinsic worth, and 
which would nut be available for purposes of 
ordinary speculation. A fter this first transfer, 
which afforded a laii profit, tho lots were sold by 
their owuers at a Luge advance, and enormous 
prices were paid for them, SWSH being named as 
the consideration in one deed, and others were 
transferred at $300 and $200. 
So many other 
Cases might be named in whicli 
these 
lots 
sold 
for 
sums 
which 
seem 
fabulous when 
the value of the land is considered. By a little 
calculation it will be seen th at the lot of f>OOU 
square feet which soul for $850, was sold at an 
auvance of over 000,000 per cent, on its primary 
tax valuaiion, which far eclipses the wildest 
dreams of '.he followers OI John Law, or the high­ 
est expectations of other modern stock gamblers. 
Those lots which have 
been 
sold have been 
deemed 
worthless 
aud 
in 
no 
case have 
been 
taxed, as the assessors concluded that

a thousand, would not yield sufficient tax to 
afford tile expense of making out a tax bill. The 
prevailing form of expression in these deeds 
places Hie location of the lots at M artha’s Vine­ 
yard, Dukes county, .Mass., which is very vague, 
and the non-resident who only knew of Cottage 
City and the immediately adj cent grounds would 
be likely to think that toe location was near Oak 
Bluffs, but some oi the deed' even state the uame 
of Oak Bluffs, all of them nam ing their particu ­ 
lar “ company,” of course. 
T h e r e is a Gee iii I rn- I d e a 
entertained by some non-residents concerning 
this island, th a t the term M artha’s Vineyard only 
comprehends the camp ground and the adjoining 
land, which some very intelligent people cherish, 
not knowing th a t it includes Edgartown, Tisbury, 
Chilmark and Gay Head as well, which it does, 
and this leads such people to false conclusions 
which mislead them in many ways, and such per­ 
sons would ho extremely open to imposition. 
The sale of these lots has been going on cvorsince 
the original purchase up to Hie pre-ent year, a 
case having been recently brought to notice in 
which a prominent Boston gentleman was ap­ 
proached by a man who desired to sell him a lot 
oi the Narragansett Land Company, hut detect­ 
ing some irregularity In deed offered he declined. 
Some very amusing stories are told concerning 
persons who have purchased

lots and

idea concerning them. 
On coming to the Island they are generally re­ 
ferred to parries living in the vicinity, or tnose 
to whom the (anus formerly belonged, hut it is 
entirely usel-ss to attem pt to’ find any one lot, for 
tip- precise reason that no one knows where ic is, 
and it would be a difficult m atter to cot through 
the thick scrub brush even if they knew where to 
go, and oue trial is usually sufficient to deter 
them from making a second attempt.

Vineyard in the midst of scrub oaks, miles dis­ 
ta n t from all places of sum m er resort, havs been 
purchased by designing men at their lull value, 
S i per acre, and laid out—on 
paper ouly— 
into cottage lots, put into the m arket as other 
property of some company, having neither legal 
nor actual existence, and bought at exorbitant 
rates by some unwary persons who have found 
themselves owners of lauds wholly unknown to 
the assessors, arui not worth taxing, and learned 
by hitter experience what it is to be the victims 
of a swindler.”

Rev. Henry M. Ladd, woll-vcrsed in Egyptian 
religious m atters, writes th a t the name of the 
man who is advancing upon Cairo from Soudan, 
representing himself as a Mahometan Messiah, 
“ El 
Mehdi,”

M ahomet 
A ch met. 
This 
man 
was 
born 
In 
tho 
region of 
Dongola, 
on the western bank 
of the Nile, where It 
makes its great bend. 
He was a poor man, 
a carpenter and boat-builder by trade. 
Ho first 
came into notoriety on the large island of Abbas, 
situated about 200 miles smith of Khartoum. 
Hi re, after the fashion of the fakirs and holy min, 
he withdrew from society, and devoted himself to 
craver and meditation. 
He soon had a large fol­ 
lowing, and proclaimed himself tile expected 
prophet and deliverer of tho people. 
He wrote 
letters all over tile country announcing himself 
and his mission. 
He was recognized at once 
as a leader. 
While many of tile more intelli­ 
gent Moslems repudiated him, others, moved both 
bv religious ami political motives, and who, above 
all, hoped that he would show them some way to 
escape the pavilion of their ta x e s,flocked around 
his standard. 
He was secretly encouraged and 
abetted by enemies of tho gdvernhient residing at 
Khartoum. 
His presence in so conin anding a 
position on tile Nile soou became obnoxious totho 
authorities a t K hcrum m , ami 
A u E x p e d i t i o n W a s O r g a n i z e d t o D is lo d g e 
Mira. 
A detachm ent of 120 men of tho regular army 
was sent against him on the island. These men 
were badly managed, aud, although trey were 
armed with the best make of Remington rifles, 
while M ahomet A chm et and his hand had only 
their spears, they were killed one after the other 
as fast as they landed, till uot one ol the 120 was 
left. 
N o ta shot wa# tired. 
It was » slaughter 
like the slicking of so m any pigs. T ile steamer 
with its crew and one or two officers escaped back 
to K hartoum with tile sad news. 
Mahomet 
Achmet krn-w that it would not (to for him 
with ins present forces to remain where ho was. 
H e tlierito ro gathered together all iii' inflowing— 
men, women aud children, cattle and provisions— 
crossed tile Nile to tho west bank, anil fled to a 
wild m ountain called G e l d Gedlr.Llr' miles south­ 
west oi the island of Abbas, and about ninety 
miles northw est of the penal colony and military 
station of FhSlmda. 
Here, in an easilv-delended 
and almost inaccessible mountain, lie took nit his 
abode. Tne Baggara Aralia now begun to flock to 
hts standard in great numbers. 
Tills large tribe 
is noted for its restless, lawless, unruly spirit. 
The Bsggaras w e r # tho form er slave hunters of 
the White Nile, and no doubt dreams of 
T h e R e t u r n o f d i s Old T im e * o f M u r d e r 
a n d H i o o ila b f d 
were not wanting. 
Tho present, at least, was an 
onportunity th a t suited them, and they deter­ 
mined to take advantage of it. 
It was, however, 
the policy ot tho governm ent to lot the rebels 
alone, now th at they had lert the river, thinking 
th a t they would soon lose their zeal aud disperse 
for want of provisions. 
But a new governor of 
Fashoda had beeu appointed, who considered 
it bis duty to signalize Ins loyalty by organizing 
another expedition against the rebels. Contrary 
to orders Ir* in Khartoum, li9 gathered tile mili­ 
tary forces n o m Kaka, Fashoda and the station 
at tho m outh of the Bebat; in all, GOO soldiers of 
the regular army. 
W ith these he joined 200 men 
of the large native tribe of tho Sliillooks, uuder 
the King ct the Shlllonks—800 men, all told. 
With 
these 
he marched six days across the 
desert 
by 
forced 
marches, 
(in tho seventh 
day, when the men were ail tired out from tho 
long march and utterly unfit for action, tin y met 
the enemy. 
Mahomet Achmet was again vic­ 
torious. 
The fight was turned into a slaughter. 
Sixty men were taken prisoners bv tho rebels; 
only seventy escaped bv running tor It; and all 
the rest were slam. 
Tho Governor of Fashoda 
aud the K ing of tho Billhooks were both killed.

T h e H u t t o n B u s in e s s .

It occurred to some fertile mind two or three 
yoars ago th a t the refuse of solo leather might 
bo utilized for buttons and nails, and the m an­ 
ufacture of such nails and buttons from such 
material was entered upon in this city. 
A fte rs 
Side of leather has been cut into soles, a number 
of pieces are left—strips an inch or more in 
width. 
Only a certain part of these, or those 
coming from certain parts of the side, are used. 
The sole leather clippings are obtained from 
cutters of sole leather in boot and shoe districts. 
Any oue who 
has travelled 
through 
Essex 
county, Massachusetts, through Lynn, Salem, 
Peabody aud other towns, could not escape the 
odor of burnt leather, mingled with th at of tan 
bark or tan n er’s pickle, unless he had a cold in 
the head or hurried through with uncommon 
speed by night when the fires aro out. 
Tile sole 
leather clippings, as others, were used to furnish 
tires until tho button of solid leather was in­ 
vented. 
Dwellers In leather-burning towns may 
thank the inventor of leather buttons, because 
their respective atmospheres are laden less with 
tile fumes of burning leather, and life made 
more endurable. 
The leather li d! or button is 
made in this city to the num ber of thirty or fifty 
<hou6and per day, according to design and finish. 
Every button is’ subjected to eigtit different pro­ 
cesses. 
By machinery made for the 
purpose 
the 
nail 
or 
brad ’ is 
firmly 
attached 
to 
the 
button. Another 
machine 
tu rn s 
this 
brad 
into 
an eye, 
when 
buttons 
are de­ 
sired 
instead 
of nails. 
Tho 
nails 
and 
buttons are made in various styles and colors, to 
harmonize witli any covering. Tho fact th at tile 
nail can he driven w ithout breaking the brad, and 
w ithout i n j u r y ^ o its head, is in its favor. 
Fifty t h o u s a n d s of 
these 
nails 
were 
used 
in 
returiiishiiflr the 
dining-room 
of 
the 
f i f t h Avenue 
Hotel, 
and 
a 
like 
number 
in the Metropolitan Hotel, in New York. 
The 
first large order for the ieatner button came 
from tile house of A. T. Stewart & Co. 
Pullman 
cars, fine fu rn itu re in hotels and elsewhere are 
decorated with tne leather button or nail to the 
exclusion of tho brass nail, winch bas declined 
SO per cent, in price in consequence of the 
Leather button competition.

The comet of June, 
1882, 
bas 
been 
tho 
suiijeot of conversation at many hundreds of 
Pinner tables and of more public curiosity than 
such objects, when not so brillant as to force 
themselves on public attention, have hitherto re­ 
ceived. 
A great comet visible to all the world Is 
one of the most striking and startling of celestial 
apparitions; a new star Is in reality a much rarer 
and a much more surprising object. 
Hut those 
who eau recognize a new star outside the narrow 
circle of practical astronomers aro few indeed. 
Moreover, as new stars are nut rarely ct tho first 
m agnitude and appear at Intervals of centuries, 
no superstition, even in tne flourishing days of 
astrology, has ever attached to them. That a sun 
once invisible or barely visible to terrestrial eyes 
should suddenly become a striking astronomical 
object is the most strange and amazing of all sci­ 
entific facts to those few who understand its 
meaning. 
Tile stars, of course, are suns, and in 
all probability each of them bas its own circle of 
planets. For all we know each of them may have 
deneodent upon it worlds peopled by creatures 
equal to or even superior to men, creatures whose 
fate, if we could understand or know it, would 
excite 
our 
Keenest 
sympathies. 
Now tile 
change implied by Hie appearance of a so-caifipd 
new star to tile worlds dependent upon it, and to 
all their Inhabitants, must he in the last degree 
terrible. 
It is as if our sun had suddenly to (daze 
out ten or a hundred time- as large, as bright and 
as hot as now. It is scarcely necessary to say that 
such an occurrence would neither be remem­ 
bered nor recorded, for no life organized under 
tile existing conditions of life in any one or 
the planets of wnich the am ount of solar light 
and heat Is the most important element could sur­ 
vive such a change for twenty-tour hours. 
Even 
supposing th a t the increase of heat aud light is 
much more gradual than it seems to telescopic 
observers on such occasions, an addition even of 
one-fourth to the total heat emitted by the sun 
would probably destroy all the higher forms 
of anim ate nature. 
Tho total heat received from 
the sun must not, of course, be measured by the 
nominal scale of the thermometer. 
Zero repre­ 
sents an amount of warmth practically derived in 
Its entirety from the sun, compared with which 
the difference between zero and tropical sun hear. 
is trivial. Jc is suppose ! th at if the boat of the 
sun were absolutely withdrawn the tem perature 
of our atmosphere would fall to more than 200 
degrees below zero Farenholt, a cold which, it 
is needless to say, no life could endure for many 
hours. 
Similarly an increase of the total beat 
received from the sun, though merely in the 
proportion of four to three, would produce a 
tem perature of which no earthly life has had any 
experience. 
It would raise a summer tem pera­ 
tu re of 60° Fahrenheit to at least 150° Fahren­ 
heit. 
Were the s u n ’s heat doubled tomorrow wo 
should bo exposed to a tem perature or over 500° 
—th at is to say, a heat sufficient to melt leaa and 
to convert all the waters ou the e arth ’s surface 
into steam. The evolution implied ny the ap. 
pearance of a new or tho sudden brtlliaucv of a 
faint star is lnttultely greater than this, and 
means nothing else than Hie total destruction ot 
life on all the dependent worlds. 
Yet awful as 
are such catastrophes, they hardly impress the 
im agination even of astronomers, and are re­ 
garded by the public with utter indifference,

The facts concerning tho death of General 
Hkobeleff are said by the Moscow correspondent 
of the London Daily Telegraph to bo as follows! 
The evening before the general’s death he wa* 
in hts usual health and spirits, and dined heartily 
with some boon companions at oue or tne bess 
restaurants 
in 
the town. 
A lter dinner tho 
party proceeded to the Ermitpgc Gardens, a

lace of 
en tertainm ent in 
the 
environs of 
loscow, of Hie same character as the Ore. 
biome Gardens used to be in London. 
Mora 
friends were met at the Ermttage, aud, arter a very 
lively evening, the party returned to the town. 
Hkobeleff inviting som e’ of the company to join 
bim at supper at a small hotel or indifferent 
repute, lu the Fetrovka street, named Hie Hotel 
d ’Augleterre. 
In tins hotel and In tbi# society 
the 
general 
died. 
Skobeleff 
had numerous 
enemies, and by many it is believed that he wan 
a victim 
to foul play; but those 
who best 
know biz cbaraoter, aud 
who also know who 
were in his company at the time of ids death, 
consider it far more probable th at he was killed 
by one of Ids male companions iii a drunken 
brawl. 
I myself, immediately on hearing or bis 
decease,

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W a s h i n g t o n , August 4.—The work of the first 
session of the Forty-seventh Congress is prac­ 
tically at an end. 
Only seven congresses in the 
previous history of the republic have remained in 
session as lato as tho present one, namely: Tho 
twenty-ninth, thirtieth, thirty-first, thirty-second, 
thirty-third, thirty-fourth and forty-fourth, and 
In nearly all of these congresses the political par­ 
ties have teen almost as evenly divided as in the 
forty-seven th.

of such a Congress as the one now abont

session. 
A 
clique 
of political and commercial jobbers elected a poor 
speaker. 
He rewarded his supporters by packing 
com m ittees according to their dictation. The 
majority lacked leaders of ability on tho floor, 
and scenes of the m ost disgraceful disorder have 
characterized 
tho daily sessions. 
AVeeks and 
months oi 
valuable tim e have been wasted; , 
pledges made the people 
have been violated, 
and money wrung from the poor by excessive 
taxation has been recklessly squandered. It can­ 
not be denied that considerable affirmative legis­ 
lation has been enacted; but in no case has a hill,

by the sole strength ol the majority. The Demo­ 
crats have in.ariahly given toe votes lor these 
measures that the Republicans lacked.

great question of reducing taxation, a relief to

and then refused to do anything but relieve tho 
bunks at tho expense of the people, when the j 
tax bill, In the closing hours of the session, was 
dragged reluctantly Into the Senato.

H unt of New York to retire from the Supreme 
Pencil to make room for Justice Jllatchford was 
passed. 'Hie first Important uct of the session 
was to make an apportionment of representatives 
In Congress under tho tenth census, increasing 
the number from 203 to 325. 
It there is as great 
A F r n p o r i l o n a t D u n d e r h e a d s H e e le d 
to tho next House under tho new census as occupy 
seats in the present House, the apportionment 
bill will provo the sorriest piece ol work of the 
session. 
The first of the regular appropriation j 
hills for tile support of tho governm ent was to 
supply urgent deficiencies, approved March *1, 
aud today three of tho most important bills, tim 
general deficiency, the navy and sundry civil 
bills, Lave 
not 
been 
agreed 
to 
by 
both 
houses. These bills will become laws by Mon­ 
day next. 
Statues were provided tor Garfield 
and Chief Justice Marshall, and quito early in 
the session a heavy blow was struck ut the Mor­ 
mons by the passage of an act to prevent po­ 
lygamy. 
President Arthur in bis opening m es­ 
sage drew the attention of Congress to tho fact j 
that too Supreme Court had again remanded toe 
oonvlction of a Mormon for polygamy to tho 
lower courts for re-trial. 
In a previous case the ; 
court had relused to entertain tho objection that 
polygamy was a religious ordinance as a sufficient 
excuse for its practice, 
in tho present instance, 
after adm itting the right of tho court below to 
E x c lu d e J u r o r s on A c c o u n t o f P o ly g a m y , 
tho court licit! that the testim ony of a first wife 
would not be received against her husband in his 
trial for bigamy, although it admitted that the 
testimony of a second wife could be accepted. 
Tile bill, as it became a law, provides not only a 
penalty of line and imprisonm ent for every person 
in the territories living in polygam y, but dislrau- 
chlses polygam ists, prevents them from serving 
on juries, and creates a commission the mem­ 
bers of which have since been appointed by the 
President to supoivise the elections in Utah. Acts 
to build bridges across the Mississippi and Mis­ 
souri rivers have been passed, and also a bill 
to admit tree of duty articles intended for tho 
Mining and industrial Exposition, opened on the 
1st inst. in Denver, A law was enacted to create 
additional life-saving stations on tho Atlantic 
coast aud the lakes, and to increase tho pay of 
keeners and crews of lite-saving stations. 
One of the most important bills enacted was 
that to restrict Chinese immigration. 
Rotli polit­ 
ical parties in their national platforms had de­ 
clared in favor Of the suppression of Chinese 
immigration. 
As usual, tho Republicans weru 
prepared to abandon their pledges, and without 
Democratic votes the bill would never liavo be­ 
come a law. The President vetoed the first bill 
on this subject—one that prohibited tho Chinese 
laborers from visiting this country 
F o r a 1’e r loll o f T w en ty Y ears; 
but he held that the modified kill lim iting the re­ 
striction on immigration to ten years was not in 
contravention of treaty stipulations. Tho pro­ 
visions of tiio bill do not apply to Chinese laborers 
already in the country, who nre at liberty to go 
and come as they please when identified by cus­ 
toms officers aud given a certificate of registra­ 
tion. 
Courts are forbidden to naturalize Chinese, 
and the words "Chinese laborers” is construed to 
mean both skilled and unskilled laborers aud 
miners. 'Hie act will go into effect on the Otli inst. 
The greatest humbug of tho present session 
w a s the act creating the tariff commission. 
T ho 
Republican majority in the House was elected to 
reloan the abuses of Hie tariff, and it dodged tho 
issue by passing a bill giving seven meu $10 lier 
day each aud expenses to hold interviews with 
manufacturers aud im pollers ou the subject of 
tho tariff, and report tho results of their investi­ 
gation to Congress not later than the first Mon­ 
day iu December next. The question of internal 
taxation, which is inseparably connected with the 
tariff, was not intrusted to the commission, but 
reserved as a peg upon which to haug 
A TV retch ed L ittle URI 
to remove about $10,000,000 of taxes paid by 
hanks, drug makers, etc. This so-called "tax bill” 
was iutouded as a cloak to hide tho failure of the 
Republicans to lower taxation from the public, 
aud it has only served to make tho shortcomings 
of its authors more conspicuous. 
Tho Democrats 
in tho Senate vainly essayed to amend Hie bill so 
that it might give the people substantial relief, 
but the majority thus far o h s resisted the adop­ 
tion of every amendment to tho House bill that 
was not sanctioned by tho Republican caucus. 
Possibly tho most important bill passed this 
sossion in its relation to the liuancial interests of 
the country is tim one providing for the exten­ 
sion of tho corporate existence o! the national 
banks.

lo addition, the bol provided 
for tho conversion of $300,000,000 of 3 Va lier 
cent. bonds into 3 per cent, bonds; revived tho 
issue of gold certificates, and fixed $100,000,000 
as the amount of gold reserve that must be kept 
in tho treasury lur tho redemption of certificates. 
H a n k s AVcie E x p ressly F orbidden, 
in the bill, from belonging to clearing-houses in 
vbick silver certificates wero not accepted. 'Hie 
bill as passed was vastly different from that re­ 
ported by tbu banking end currency committee, 
and every amendment calculated to restrict tho 
power of me banks, aud to ipoveut tho sharp con­ 
traction of the currency by witudrawai of circu­ 
lation to demoralize the money market, was in 
serted by Democratic votes. 
When tile bill to re- 
lund tim national debt at 3 per cont, was passed 
in the Forty-sixth Congress tho hanks sought 
to create a panic aud

circulation. They influenced a weak President 
to veto the refunding hill aud gave tho pouffe mo 
first practical exhibition ol the strength that in 
an emergency they could put forth. T, auks to the 
Democratic party in the House and Senate, it is 
now out et the power ol the banks to disturb the 
finances of tho republic. The provision of tho 
bill allowing an exchange of UVs lier cont, bunds 
for 3 per cont, bonds, lim latter not to co paid 
until redeemable bonds bearing a higher rate of 
interest are cancelled, was joyfully accepted by 
the banks as an easy w.,y oui, of the scrape into 
which they were plunged bv tho act of the re­ 
funding biff of 1881. 
Tho House passed a bill 
late In the session authorizing 
T ho Re t ur ni ng o f th o ICotleem able D on t 
at 2 per cont., but tho Senate finance committee 
reported back the Hill adversely. 
The Senato passed without division tho Ed­ 
mund’s bill regulating tim manner of counting 
the electoral vote.
